A SOUTHERN COLI. KOK PROFESSOR OUT* 

1,1 NFS IT IN IlKOAnn TO SCHOOL TEXT 
BOOKS. 

Feb. 25, 18H8. I 
To the Editor of the OltATlllc :— 

Some months ago there appeared in your 
columns n criticism by the Newton G. A. , 
K. of a Southern history made for schools. 

1 was interested in placing this criticism in i 
the hands of a well-known professor in a 
Southern college for his view of it from 
his standpoint. I said to him that it seemed j 
to me unfortunate that the rising genera- j 
tion in the South, which was not itself a ! 
participant in the war, should be brought i 
up on such books, which must naturally ; 
create an unwarranted prejudice against , 
the North even though it was due them | 
that the deeds of their ancestors should be 
referred to in the most generous way which j 
the circumstances would allow. Your 
rentiers will. 1 feel sure, he interested in 
his reply, which is as follows: 

“As a rule I neither read not write nor 
talk about the war or its results. 1 saw 
too much of it; its terrible "tragedy sank 
deep into my soul and my memory. The 
issues are all settled— most fortunately, as 
1 now think ; and no good can come of 
opening old wounds. But your letter { 
comes to me with so direct Inquiry, and in j 
so friendly spirit, that 1 must answer a 
little. 

“No! 1 do not a^ree at all with 's 

statements, nor do 1 think such books as 

’s should be taught in schools. 1 

don’t care about the “facts”— they may be 
true or not;— terrible tilings were true on 
both sides, as is always the case in war- 
winch is itself the most terrible thing. But 
at any rate, the spirit of the statements is 
wrong, and such teaching is, in itself, both 
nnju i and hurtful. With this opinion I 
be.ui.c the better sense of the Southern 
people— not agitators— concurs. Yet, on 
tlio other hand, it is due to candor that I 
should add, that, equally, I do not concur 
in the dictum “that the Nor.li was right 
and the South was wrong”— or that this 
should be taught our children, North or 
South. In fact, that was the very question 
at issue:— it has been settled, not decided, 
by the result of the war: that is, the ques 
tion at issue has simply ceased to ''xist as a 
question. This question was as to the 
very nature and intent of the Federal com- 
pact— as to the limits of Federal and of 
State Bights. The South held— has always 
held— one view ; the North having former- 
ly held most strongly— and notably Massa- 
chusetts— the same view has now (under 
what influences we need not ask) come to 
hold the opposite view. In the one view 
secession was a right— not secured but also 
not forfeited by the Constitution; in the 
other Secession was wrong, and hence pre- 
ventable by force of arms. Tims each side 
was right from its own point of view ; and 
eacli view had existed from the very origin 
of the government. It was a question in- 
herent in the government itself— a question 
not settled (nay, purposely avoided) by the 
founders— a question which could not be 
yielded nor compromised; and so, on one 
issue or another— on one occasion or 
another, it seems that war had to come. 
The particular questions on which the war 
arose— the time when it came— were sure 
incidents— the true casus belli was the 
original, unsettled question of Constitu- 
tional construction. This, l repeat, has 
been merely settled, not decided, by the 
war itself — which lias by no means deter- 
mined whether North or Soutli was right. 

I hold therefore, that it isapetitio prineipii 
in morals) to teacli that either side was 
right and the other wrong. Rather, for the 
glory of our common country and our com- 
mon race, I prefer to believe that each side 
fought and died nobly for principles which 
traditionally, intelligently, faithfully, it be- 
lieved to be right! Ask what she 

thinks of that platform, and whether it is 
not broad enough, and high enough, for 

her and you and me. and even and 

the G A. U. men to stand on together? 

“But tliis 1 don’t believe, and can never 
yield: that the Southern people were 
rebels, or the war of secession a rebellion. 
Why! That was the very question at 
stake; and such a question (once more) war 
van never decide. George Washington was 
a rebel, unquestionably, for he and those 
with him rose in arms against a govern- 
ment of unquestionable and unquestioned 
authority. The very language of the Decla- 
ration of Independence itself declares, de- 
fends an l justifies rebellion, without con- 
cealment. But in our case tiie power of 
the general government, an l the relation of 
the States to it, was the very question at 
issue. Hence, fully as I accept the results 
of the war, and most of them gratefully, I 
refuse, reject and resent the words rebel 
and rebellion ; and 1 would not tolerate any 
text book which conveys such teaching. 

“On the subject I enclose for you also 
some very interesting reading.

lions at issue, shall go down to history 
with justice to themselves. And can you j 
blame them '• Can you lie surprised that 
our people should be even far more jealous 
ami sensitive than yours? Bemetnber, in 
tliis War linn South lost all save honor. | 
Tout est perdu tors I'lionneur, wrote I 
Frauds L from Baris) while the North ! 
gaine I all. Hence to us, honor, all we 
have left, is doubly dear ; aud tliis must and 
shall be perpetuated in t te minds ami j 
hearts of our children ! Cm: you blame us : 
tor ' • • • Why, my dear air, the I 

women of the South did much to make tlio 
war; they did more to keep it up and pro- 
long it: they are now doing most to keep 
alive, intensify ami even embitter its mem- ] 
•tries. If 1 could tell you something of 
their activity on this line at tliis time, you 
would be surprised. But 1 will not; when 
a woman comes on the stage, 1 take oil my 
hat aud am silent, 1 never argue with, nor 
against, one of them, with all their faults, 
God bless them !

Newton Single Tax Club. 

The Asth regular meeting of the club was 
held at 230 Bellevue street, Monday even- 
ing, Feb. 28th. A brief report condensed 
from the Consular Report in regard to 
what is looked upon as a very limited ap- 
plication of the Single Tax principle in 
Now Zealand and Now South Wales, was 
read pursuant to inquiries made at the | 
Woodland Park Dinner. The discussion j 
of the evening followed along the three 
general lines of confiscation, compensation 
and practical operation In detail. Progress 
and Poverty was quoted, defining Henry 
George’s position upon confiscation ns re- ■ 
ferred to but not satisfactorily met at the ] 
Woodland Park dinner. The quotation 
was from Book VIII t.s) Chap. 1 1 (2) a short 
chapter which is full of interest as follows: ; 
“I do not propose either to purchase or to 
confiscate private property in land. The j 
first would be unjust ; the second, needless. ' 
Let the individuals who now hold It still j 
retain, if they want to, possession of what 
they arc pleased to call their land. Let 
them continue to call it their land. Let j 
them buy and sell, and bequeath and do. ; 
vise it. We may safely leave them the j 
shell if we take the kernel. It is not neces- 
sary to confiscate land, it is only necessary 
to confiscate rent. We already take some 
rent in taxation. We have only to make 
some changes in our modes of taxation to 
take it all.” 

Answer was offered that this confiscation 
by the community of pure ground rent in 
the sense of taking in taxation that which 
belongs to it by right of creation is the 
fundamental principle upon which the 
single taxer is proud to stand ns the only 
way to destroy industrial slavery and make 
good the prophesy that “he that will not 
work, neither shall he eat.” But they also 
assert what goes without saying, that the 
exemption of improvements and personal 
property (the products of industry are in 
general full compensation for all added tax 
upon the value of the land) and that in 
particular cases where the owner is not the 
Improver the seeming injustice to one is an 
absolute act of justice to the nine hundred 
and ninety-nine whose rights have been 
ignored. And more, this “seeming” grows 
beautifully less us we study the problem 
and appreciate the incalculable compensa- 
tions apart from the mere method of taxa- 
tion. 

The following series of questions was 
submitted tending to show that the public 
conscience is not perhaps so sensitive upon 
all sides as it is upon that of an added tax 
of one to two per cent, upon the present 
value of the land. 

COMPENSATION. 

First. I f a man goes wrong lie is expect- 
ed to repent and reform. Because the 
state is doing wrong today shall it continue 
to do wrong in the future? 

Second. If a man loses all his earthly 
possession aud is bankrupt and beggared 
by Diamond Match or Bay State Gas on 
margin, does he talk of confiscation or look 
to the State for compensation? 

Third. Eleven hundred miles of wire in 
the State of Utah (Atlantic & Pacific Tele- 
graph Co.) costing, with equipment, in 1«G0 
less than $ 147 ,<mhi is represented today in 
the capital stock of t lie Western Union 
Telegraph Co., by which it was absorbed 
at six million dollars. Now because some 
innocent purchaser has paid out of his in- 
nocent hard earnings $4000 for what cost 
$400, does justice or equity, or the law, or 
your honorable body hold that in order to 
protect this innocent purchaser, the state 
must maintain unimpaired the sneciul privi- 
lege upon which tlio Western Union has 
already profited some thirty to sixty fold? 

Fourth. When the Union Pacific R. R. 
or similar enterprise exploded, manipulat- 
ed into the hands of the “lambs,” suddenly 
bursts, spreading ruin, devastation and 
hardship into the homes of thousands of 
innocent investors, does any one come for- 
ward to compensate, unless it be that the 
government comes forward to re-galvunize 
the corporation corpse Into a new lease of 
life, in order that it may repeat the legal- 
ized swindle and imposture. 

Fifth. Should we not recompense first 
those who have suffered by the wrong 
rather than those who have profitted by 
the wrong? 

Sixth. “If (says Henry George) I have 
been accustomed to spend my earnings in a 
gambling house or ruin shop till the pro- 
prietor lias come to count on me as a source 
ot regular profit, am 1 morally bound to 
compensate him if I stop? or if an innocent 
purchaser 1ms bought the business on the 
expectation that 1 would continue, does 
that bind me to compensate him?” 

Seventh. Shall the state compensate, 
says Mr. George, for disappointing the ex- 
pectations of those who have counted on 
its continuing to do wrong? “ahull the 
state compensate for refusing to do wrong 
in future?” 

Eighth. In theabolltion of speoiul privi- 
leges shall the state give a compensation 
t licit would be equivalent to a perpetual 
continuation of that same privilege? 

Ninth. Did the state compensate the 
silver -initlis of Ephesus for loss sustained 
from Paul’s preaching? 

Tenth. Does the state recompense for 
capital lost by tiie abolishment of produc- 
tion duties? 

Eleventh. Does the state recompense for 
1 domestic industries destroyed by the iin- 
l position of protection tariff? 

! Twelfth. If your horse is stolen, ohanges 
hands u hundred times, to whom belongs 
the horse? Does tiie owner recompense 
| upon receiving back his own? When some 
absent unknown heir comes back to claim 
his lawful inheritance does the court ad- 
judge u recompense to tiie untitled 
possessor? 

j Thirteenth. If an elevated electric ser- 
; vies at double speed and double conveu- 
: ience takes the truffle from the dirty lum- 
bering steam truins, or the electric carriage 
abolish bucks aud roaches, shall tiie state 
compensate the railroads aud tiie hackiiiun 
' and tiie stage couch man for his loss of 
| business? 

Fourteenth. Does tiie license city or 
town compensate the liquor sellers when it 
votes no license? 

1 Fifteenth. When God led the Israelites 
out of Egypt (a most outrageous act of con- 
: fiscal ion :, did lie compensate the Egyptians 
who thereby lost valuable “private pro- 
perly,” which hud had tiie sunction of four 
hundred years acquiescence and whom he 
engulfed in tiie Bed Sea because their sen- 
i siti veiiess to tiie injustice of confiscation 
stirred them to follow und reclaim their 
confiscated property? 

Sixteenth. What is there about property 
I in laud so especially sacred that the state 
must not only preserve it from diminution, 
but guarantee its enhancement? Wlioso- 
i ever chooses to invest on the presumption 
' of tiie state’s continued denial of equal 
rights, does so ut his own risk. Is it not 
the duty of tiie state to secure equality of 
! rights, not to secure equality of profits? 
j The next meeting will be held Monday 
evening, March 14, probably in the vestry 
of tiie Methodist church at NewtonviUe, 
i when it is hoped tile confiscation field will 
I lie gleuued and entry lie made into new 
I fields ripe for the harvest.

CONSUMERS’ LEAGUE OF MASS. 


ITS OB.1F.rT8, CONSTITUTION AND OFFI- 
CERS; wit AT IT WOULD no. 

The movement known as the Consumers’ 
League began in England some years ago. 
In .iune, ISflO, tlio New York League was 
organized, having for its speeial object “to 
ameliorate the condition of women and 
children employed In tiie Retail Mercantile 
houses of New York City by patronizing as i 
far as practicable only such houses as ap- 
proach in their conditions to the standard ! 
of a Fair House, as adopted by the League, i 
and by other methods.” 

“In order that its : members might know 
which shops to patronize, tlio governing 
board was directed to prepare a white list 
of shops maintaining fair conditions.” 

Leagues having tiie improvement of store 
conditions especially in view have been 
started In Brooklyn, Philadelohia and 
Chicago, while tiie movement is taking 
shape in other cities. 

The League in New York now finds that 
by the aid of a rocent act of its legislature 
extending the same state protection to 
women under twenty-one and minors in 
mercantile establishments, that was form- 
erly accorded to those in factories, it can 
turn its attention to another evil and help 
toward the suppression of what is known 
as the sweating system, by the aid of the 
consumer und by the use of a label guaran- 
teeing that tiie goods so marked have been 
made under just and wholesome conditions. 

The executive committee of the Consum- 
ers’ League of Massachusetts has been 
studying how to make the Consumers’ 
League a force for good in our State. 

It finds that acts of legislature giving 
protection to women and minors, in mer- 
cantile establishments throughout the 
state, have been fairly well enforced by 
factory inspectors. The hours of labor, 
tiie sanitary and other conditions in many 
of our stores are already superior to those 
required of a fair house by the Consumers’ 
League of New York. Though in some 
stores improvements might be made, the 
healthy growth of public opinion in up- 
holding and enforcing our protective legis- 
lation seems ull that is urgently called for 
at present. 

However, when we approach the subject 
of ready-made goods, offered for sale, we 
find ourselves confronted with a problem 
tlmt demands solution, not only because so 
large a proportion of these goods is made 
in states where the protective legislation of 
Massachusetts does not exist, but because a 
growing number of people in our own 
state are asking for guidance that they may 
buy goods, made under just and wholesome 
conditions. 

From investigations made in tiie city of 
New York, where much of the clothing 
offered for sale in our Boston retail stores 
is manufactured, wo are convinced (that a 
Consumers’ League, if it is large and in- 
fluential, may induce manufacturers to use 
its label and to procure for its members 
some guarantee that the goods they pur- 
chase have been made under factory condi- 
tions. 

We see a chance to begin tliis experiment 
in the underwear trade which includes 
wrappers, tea-gowns and shirt waists, be- 
cause the manufacture of these articles is 
more easily brought under factory condi- 
tions. A large demand for the label is 
necessary before we can make it practical 
for the retail merchant to ask that it be at- 
tached to goods, or for the manufacturer to 
use it. 

On this account, wo urge every one to 
help us by joining tiie League. Member- 
ship signifies an interest in the object of 
the League. Though no pledge need lie 
inude by members to buy only goods 
marked with tiie label, those joining the 
League would naturally use every opportu- 
nity to request its use and so make its in- 
troduction possible. Members will be in- 
formed when anv definite use of the label 
has been secured. 

Membership may be single or in groups 
of not more than ten. Both single and 
group membership will he ($l.nn) one 
dollar. The group membership card, while 
giving tiie names of the group must give tiie 
name and address of a leader, who alone 
slmll have the right to vote at meetings and 
to whom reports and notices shall be sent.

to consist of not less than seven nor more 
than eleven members. The business of 
tiie League shall be conducted by tiie execu- 
tive committee und by tiie President, Sec- 
retaries and Treasurer who are cx-ofiiuio 
members of tiie Executive Committee. 

Article VI. Meetings. 

The uuimal meeting sliull lie held at such 
time and nluce during the month of Eebru- 
ary, as the executive committee of tliu 
League sliull determine.

A RAJAH’S TREASURE

Six or sovon years previous to the out- 
break of tho Indian mutiny tbo rnjnii of 
tho provinco of Gwnllor was dethroned for 
treason to tho English. Ho had long boon 
n ruler over one of tho largest provinces in 
India and was known to bo ono of tho 
wealthiest in tho cmplro. Ilo had an 
army of 2,000 mon, n herd of SOOolophants 
and lived in a stylo no European monarch 
could ^piproach. NVhilo profossing to bo 
friondly to tho English 1m plotted ngainst 
them, and when this was discovered steps 
were taken to curtail his powers. Ills 
army was reduced to a bodyguard of 100 
men. II is right to issue edicts and make 
loeal lows was abrogated. English civil 
oillccrs were stationed hero and there to 
collect the taxes, ami the proud and pow- 
erful rajah held only his empty title. Ilo 
bowed to the terms imposed by a superior 
force, but became ono of tho bitterest foes 
the English had to deal with and was flrs f 
and foremost in bringing about tho mu- 
tiny. Tho dnte of the outbreak was known 
by tho doposod rnjnh weeks In advance. 

It wns afterward charged that ho set tho 
dato himself. At any rate ho was so well 
prepared that his troops were almost the 
llrst In the Held against tho English. Al- 
though his army had l>een disbanded for 
three or four years, ho had secretly pur- 
chased nml stored away large amounts of 
equipment, and for two months previous 
to tho outbreak he was secretly enlisting 
nml nrming his subjects. 

Two weeks before tho uprising tho rajah 
mndo preparations to secure tho safety of 
tho great treasure. In ids palace, 80 miles 
from Gwalior, ho had a secret chamber, in 
which the wealth laid been stored for threo 
generations. No European had over set 
foot in tho palace, hut it was currently re- 
ported tlint tho value of tho gems nml 
jewels, muny of which had been handed 
down from his great-grandfather, aggre- 
gated $ 10,000,000. It was nftenvnrd be- 
lieved that this sum was too small by half. 
Ono dny tho rajah left his palace with an 
escort of ten of his oldest nml most trusted 
soldiers, und each soldier had churgo of a 
pnekhorso carrying u share of tho treasure. 
His band travolod to tho northwest for two 
days and then halted amid tho ruins of nn 
ancient city between tho town of Joyporo 
and tho river Ganges.. So much was 
j earned years after. At the end of five duyH 
tho rajali returned to his pnlacc, uccom- 
jwwiied only by a servant who had acted as 
cook. 'Ibis servant was locked in a dun- 
goon and never seen again. No one dared 
to ask what hud become of him or tho sol- 
diors, und if any one suspected that the 
rnjnh had removed his treasure from the 
puluco ho wisely kept his thoughts to him- 
self, w’oll knowing what would follow a 
word of gossi> 

Two months nftcr llio rnjuli had taken 
tho Held agaipst tho English at the bond 
of n thousand men ho was killed in battle. 
A month lutcr his pnlace was captured, 
looted of such treasure as tho soldiers 
fancied and then destroyed by lire and ex- 
plosion. Tho treasure room was found by 
tho soldiers, but it was empty. From 
sumo of tho servants 'it wns learned how 
and when tho wealth had boon removed, 
but it could not be seat died lor until t lie 
rebellion hud been put down. During the 
mutiny the soldiers were permitted to loot 
right and left, but when peace cume tho 
government reserved the right to search 
for all treasure hidden uway. Hut little 
has over been written on this subject, 
though it is a fuet beyond ouvil that 
money, gems and other tilings, valued at 
tens of millions of dollars, were recovered 
and turned into t ho government treasury 
No sooner was the civil government at 
Gwalior in working order than a party in 
charge of un olliciul was started out to 
search for the rajah’s treasure. By this 
tiino not u soldier or servant who knew 
anything of the matter could he found. 
It was simply known t hut tho party had 
goiio away to tho northwest. After eeverul 
days* search tho treasure hunters came 
upon t ho ruins, ami thinking the spot to 
bn a likely place they begun work. Hero 
was a space of iiulf a mile squurcof stand- 
ing and fallen walls, with trees and bushes 
und vines growing in tho greatest prolu- 
sion. and u thousand sufe spots in wliieh 
to hide the treasure. Tho party, which 
numbered 4 Englishmen and (Hi natives, 
wont to work, however, und it was live 
months before they quit in despair. They 
reported to tho government timt it would 
tuku a thousand men fully two years to 
clear uway tho debris. 

Soon after it had become generally 
known that tho purty had given up tho 
search a native was arrested at Delhi 
churgcd with tho murder of two European 
women ut the outbreak of the mutiny. 
When ho w as put on trial, an English en- 
sign testified in hisbuliulf and proved tliut 
it wus a ease of mistaken identity. As 
soon as tho nutivo was released from' cus- 
tody he went to ids preserver and declared 
that lie was one of t ho rajah’s soldiers w ho 
took away tho treasure, it was burled in 
the ruins, lie said, and when t ho work had 
been finished tho rajah gave t ho party sev- 
eral buttles of wine to drink to ills health 
Tills wine was poisoned. Every mo n who 
partook of it except this one died within 
two hours, lie was made very ill umi 
simulated death to escape tiie rajali ’s dag- 
ger. 

When tho cold blooded ruler departed 
leaving the dead to bo devoured by beasts 
of prey, the sole survivor trawled uway, 
and after a time recovered and made good 
ids escape, liu fought against the Eng 
lisli to t ho last, liut was ready to divide 
tiie hidden treasure witli t he man who iiud 
saved his life. Just at this time tiie gov- 
ernment ,o lie red Hi) (Kir cent to finders of 
treasure, and the officer and native pro- 
ceeded to Joyporo und mudo up a party. 
In due time they reached tiie ruins, hut 
only to llnd tiie treasure gone. The native 
poiuted out tiie si»ot where it iiad I non con- 
cealed, and there was no doubt of his ve- 
ruolty, but some ono hud removed the 
wealth As it laid been taken away dur- 
ing the wur it was almost useless to koi>o 


for a clew, but tho nntlvo declared ha 
would devote tho remainder of Ida days to 
following the matter up. 

It was throe years before anything more 
waa learned of the rajah’s treasure. Thon 
a native who won confined in prison at. 
Lucknow for theft told n story which inter 
on rent lied the enrsof government officials. 
During the Inst six months of tho war tho 
regiment to wdilch ho belonged wns on- 
cmnped for some days near tho old ruins. 
Nearly all tho natives laid come to realize 
that tho English rule would soon bo re- 
stored, and tills man nml flvocomrndes do- 
rldod to desert tholr colors and make their 
way to tho oast. Believing they would ho 
pursued if they started off across tho conn 
try, they secreted themselves among tlm 
ruins until thoir comrades marched nwny. 
They clambered over walls nml stone 
heaps and crept amid vines and bushes 
until reaching tho center of the ruins and 
finding a hiding place. In removing somo 
of tho debris for their own convenience 
they came across the treasure, which wns 
in teak wood and iron boxes. 

Here was tho ransom of the greatest 
king in tho world to bo divided among six 
soldiers, not ono of whom had ever been 
possessed of $2fi at once in his life, lint, yet 
tho dovjl of nvarlco soon entered into till 
hearts. In making a division of the spoils 
they qunrrolod, and within five minutes 
of tiie first hot words three of them lay 
dead. Tho threo survivors were content 
that, their shales hml doubled, but the 
question wns what to do with tho treasure. 
They could carry only n few handfuls ol 
it away on their persons, even if they 
could Und purchasers in those turbulent 
times. After remaining in seclusion for 
two weeks and at n time when tho neigh- 
borhood was clear of troops tho treasure 
was carried a distance of nine miles to- 
ward Hie Ganges and reburied in a t hickot. 
Tho threo men then started for Delhi, each 
having a few of tho gems with him, but. 
within a week they were captured by mu- 
tineers and two of them shot down. Tho 
third wns saved by iniluenco nml joined 
tho troops nml served to tiie end of tho 
war. Hu was at Eucknow enlisting a 
party to go after tho treasure when ho 
committed n robbery and was sentenced to 
jail for n year. 

The government lost no time in investi- 
gating this story. Tho prisoner retold it 
to officials and added such detail as made 
it plain that lie wus telling tiie truth Ilo 
was promised a pardon and 10 per cent of 
tho vuluo of the treasure for noting ns 
guido, nml ho led a party straight to tho 
spot. Tho hole where the treasure hml 
been buried was speedily found, but of tho 
gems and jewels not ono remained. Tho 
despoilers had in turn been despoiled. 

It was a year before another clew was 
found, and then it cnino through a woman. 
She was tho w ife of a ryot, or farmer, and 
from a hiding place in tiie thicket had seen 
the three sold iers bury tho boxes and cas- 
kets. Her husband was in the rebel army, 
und after a f ew weeks, finding tho soldiers 
did not return for their booty, slio dug it 
up and reburied it in one of the cultivated 
Helds. Her husband was killed in battle, 
and at the close of tho war, when hands of 
natives were riding about and plundering 
right and left., her hut was one day visited 
by a bund of six scoundrels who threatened 
her life.

We must con- 
vert the Hawaiians just as we have con- 
verted the Indians, by “appropriating” 
their lands and wealth, ami teaching them 
the necessity of laying up their treasures 
where thieves can not bieak through and 
steal. Mr. Raymond L. Bridgman took the 
opposite view and showed the danger of 
annexation, which would entail great ex- 
pense without any advantages that we do 
not now possess, and all the dangers of in- 
corporating such a population into our 
body politics. He saul: “In the time to 
come, when the nations shall learn war no 
more, when swords shall be beaten into 
ploughshares and spears into pruning 
hooks, when mankind shall be llvingutider 
a code of international law far more com- 
prehensive and far more minute than is 
known today, there will be a place for the 
small nations as well as for the great, each 
having its duties to and its claims upon 
mankind, each obedient to the larger law. 
and each administering its own local af- 
fairs, secure from aggressive neighbors. 
And it is for us, even now, to shape every 
step of our national progress coward that 
sublime consummation.” Hon. Gorham I). 
Gilman w as the last speaker, and presented 
a number of views of the islands, and spoke 
in f#vor of annexation.

THE SCHOOL BOARD TROUBLE. 

Mil. JOHN T. LANGFORD 8UHOF.STB A WAV ] 
OUT OF THE DIFFICULTY. 

To the Editor or tlie G RAIMI tc:— 

The “School board trouble involving a 
vital principal of school government,” re- 
ferred to in your editorial of Feb. 2T»tli , is 
of enough importance to bo reconsidered, 
even though the subject of controversy be 
but a boy of “five years of ago.” The basis 
upon which your editorial whs written dif- 
fering from the following, it is not surpris- 
ing that the conclusions drawn were un- 
just to the district eominitteo and to the 
majority who voted to sustain the action 
of that committee. The facts of the case 
are as follows: 

The superintendent of schools refused to 
allow a boy over five years of age to attend 
the primary school within the district in 
which he resided. The parents appealed 
from the superintendent to the district 
committee claiming that the hoy was en- 
titled to be admitted to the primary school, 
nud asked thut he be admitted. Section 7 
of Chapter 2 of the rulus of the school 
bond says— “To the district committee 
shall bo referred all grievances of parents 
who appeal from the decision of the super- 
intendent.” 

In accordance with the rules a hearing 
by the district committee on the appeal 
was given to the parents and to the super- 
intendent. The heuringbroughtouttlie.se 
facts— Fhllip Eddy, a child of live years of 
age had attended the kindergarten for 
about two vears, and having reached the 
age required by the school board for admis- 
sion to the primary school, the parents ap- 
plied for his admission to that school ; the 
application was refused by the superinten- 
dent; the mother then kept the boy at 
home and gave him daily instructions for 
six months in primary school studies, visit- 
ing the primary school frequently to keep 
in touch with the school work. At the ex- 
piration of six months application was 
again made for admission to the primary 
school and again denied by the superinten- 
dent without examination of theuoy. At 
the hearing the superintendent again de- 
clined to admit the Ooy or to examine him, 
claiming tlmt advancement from the kinder- 
garten to the primary school was promo- 
tion which came under See. 4 of Chapter 
of the regulations, viz. “Promotions from 
grade to grade in a section, and from one 
section to another should be made accord- 
ing to the judgment of the teachers under 
direction of the superintendent.” Hence 
tlmt promotion was under the direct con- 
trol oi the superintendent ami not of the 
district committee. 

The questions Involved thus were: 

First— Isa kindergarten a public school 
to which the rules and regulations of the 
school board apply? 

Second— Is advancement from the kin- 
dergarten to the primary school promotion 
under the rules? 

Third— Have parents the right to appeal 
‘cut on 
commit- 


trouble, for we all have great confidence 
in the Newton senator, and it may be he 
wili bring in so strong a report that it will 
be enacted into law without much debate; 
or what is more likely, the General Court 
may discuss the matter until it is tired, and 
then refer it over to the next legislature, 
where the hearing process can be repeated, 
as has been the case so many years. 

The committee on metropolitan affairs 
had an evening session last night, not to 
give a hearing, but to enable the members 
to have a fall consultation with the mem- 
bers of the park commission on their an- 
nual report, particularly on the subject of 
boulevards, and their recommendations. 

The commission feels that of the scheme 
of park acquirements recommended by the 
preliminary commission, only the upper 
reaches of the Charles and the banks of 
the Neponset and Mystic rivers remain, 
and that the twolutterure of the first im- 
portance.

Tito primary 
school then is the lowest recognized school 
under the rules. Every school district has 
a primary school, but every school district 
does not have a kindergarten. Rromotions 
must be “from grade to grade” and the 
lowest grade recognized by the rules com- 
mences in the primary school. Hence ad- 
vancement from kindergarten to primary 
school is not promotion under the rules, 
but even if it was so considered the parents 
had a right to appeal from the decision of 
the superintendent, and tlm district com- 
mittee had the right to hear the appeal. 

Chapter ii.of the regulations says— "Ap- 
peals may, in all cases arising under these 
regulations or under any orders of the 
board, be taken from the decision of the 
teacher to the superintendent, and from the 
superintendent to the proper committee,” 
etc. Rromotions being one of these regu- 
lations was then clearly a subject of ap- 
peal which the district committee was 
bound to hear and decide. 

bee. 8 of Chapter :$ of the regulations 
says— "All children over live years of age 
residing within the city of Newton, are en- 
titled to attend school within the district 
where they reside, or t«» attend the High 
school if qualified.” Under the rules and 
regulations then which recognizes the 
primary as the lowest school, any parent 
having a child over five years of ago is en- 
titled to send it to the first grade in the 
primary school, and if qualified it may lie 
piomoted to a higher grade.

Newton Education Association. 

Tho Association held n meeting In the old 
Chaflin School building on Wednesday 
evening of this week to continue the ills 
(Mission of the subject of “ Manual Train- 
ing.” 

Rev. 1). F. McDaniel. Chairman of the 
Committee upon this subject, made a very 
Interesting statement of nis experience iii 
manual training with a class of hoys in 
Salem, Mass. As. ho was nartieiilarly in 
forested iii this el ass of work for hoys, and 
being u liable to get it introduced in tho 
schools of Salem, he started an Independent 
class, conducting it himself three evenings 
each week. He said that the efTeut upon 
the hoys themselves was very marked, some 
of the roughest hoys became very much in- 
terested in the work, and produced some 
vary good results. Toe school authorities 
became so much interested in the work ac- 
complished that, after three years they 
adopted it as a part of the regular school 
system. He also. ,poko of n similar experi- 
ence in San Dbtfgf, California, and said that 
there the U»t(r*est taken in the subject was 
so great that alter several years of trial a 
large control building was erected for the 
use of all the Grammar Schools iu the city, 
and that tiie teachers almost unanimously 
testified that tho general solu'ol work of 
the hoys was very much improved since 
nmnnal training was introduced. 

After Rov. Mr. McDaniel’s remarks, 
.Superintendent Aldrich, in a few words, 
spoke of tho introduction of Sloyd work 
into the Ilvde School in February, 1807. 

He was followed by Miss Matte son, who 
has charge of the work in the Hyde School. 
She spoke at length of the physical ad- 
vantages of Sloyd work for boys, and illus- 
trated what she said by copies of photo- 
graphs, showing the positions of the boys 
In their various kinds of work. She also 
gave ft description of the regular work from 
the beginning of the class to the end of the 
first year, and exhibited some very interest 
ing samples of the work (lone since last 
Christmas. All who were present were 
surprised to see what good work was dom? 
by boys of twelve or thirteen years of age, 
who had had so short training. Miss Matte- 
son said she had made enquiries of teachers 
from other departments regarding the ef- 
fect of Sloyd training upon the scholars, 
and without exception the teachers testified 
that they did better work in their regular 
classes since taking up tho Sloyd training. 
The interest of the hoys was shown by the 
fact that on Washington's birthday seven- 
teen boys begged the privilege of working 
both morning and afternoon at their 
benches, and many of them would ask for 
permission to work on Saturday if the room 
was open. At present tiie boys have one 
lesson of two hours each week. The Sloyd 
work is made elective for scholars iu the 
seventh ami eighth grades of four Grammar 
Schools on the south side of the railroad, 
taking in Newtonvllle, Newton Centre, 
Newton Highlands and the Upper Falls. , 

The matter Is now under consideration 
of introducing the work into the Fierce 
Grammar School of West Newton, so as to 
accom i odute the Grammur Schools on the 
north side of the railway. The success of 
the first experiment is shown iu the exhibi- 
tion of work done and tiie testimony re- 
garding its results would seem to warrant a 
further extension of it, so that all owr 
Grammar School scholars of the seventh 
and eighth grades should have the priv- 
ileges now ottered to four of our schools. 

The Chairman culled upon Mr. Dickinson 
for his views upon the subject. Mr. Dick- 
inson spoke in f . vvor of a Manual Training 
High School, although he frankly admitted 
that he was somewhat iu doubt about the 
advisability of taking the time from the 
regular Grammar School work for manuul 
training. 

After the remarks of Mr. Dickinson, a 
further discussion of the subject lasted un- 
til a lute hour. 

The next public meeting of the Associa- 
tion promises to be an exceedingly interest- 
ing one. The meeting will be held in New- 
tonville, Tuesday Evening, March 15th. An 
illustrated lecture on “School Grounds” 
will be given by Dr. E. M. Hurt well of 
Boston. Dr. Hartwell has travelled ex- 
tensively in Engluud uud on the Continent 
and will show some very interesting Illus- 
trations of what has been done for school 
grounds in other countries. This subject 
is particularly appropriate for the Associa- 
tion and for Newton citizens generally just 
at this time, when tho subject of a new 
Grammar School building in Newton is un- 
der discussion. it is Imped that Dr. Hart- 
well may have n very large audience. Fur- 
ther notice of this meeting will be given in 
the papers of next week.

Caxlimero Goats. 

Tho Cushmoro shawls made of tho finest 
gouts’ imir uro munufucturod from 

that of Cushmore gouts pastured, as is of- 
tou believed, near tho rose gardens “where 
tho nightingales sing by tho calm Bende- 
meer. ” Tiie precious wool is tho under- 
fur of a breed kept in Tibet und by tho 
Khirgiz in central Asia, from tho slopes 
of the Alatau mountains to the bend of 
tho Urul north of tho Caspian. Only a 
small quantity, averaging threo ounces, of 
tho precious wool is produced yearly by 
each goat, and tiie material is collected by 
middlemen, taken to Cushmoro and sold 
iu tho bazaars, where it is purchased by tho 
makers of the shawls. M. Juubert in 1810 
imported some of these animals into 
France, and after crossing them with the 
Angora breed, obtained an uverage of BO 
ounces instead of three ounces of equally 
flue wool. There is no doubt thut the 
valuablo “long wool” goats could bo bred 
In England iis successfully as they are in 
tho United States, Capo Colony and Aus- 
tralia, wore tliu commercial value of such 
un experiment ussured Recent experi- 
ments in acclimatizing tho vicuna, u small 
alpaca, in Franco liuvo met with consider 
able success, and both tliu Cushmoro and 
Angora goats were found to do well on 
tho Swiss Alps, though us they gavo no 
milk they were not popular with the farm- 
er. — London Spectator. 


A Costly Bliot. 

Independent tells of u 
mun in thut neighborhood who shot a 
screech owl, and beliuving that thero was 
u bounty on birds of thut kind took it to 
u justice of tho puuco to make the proper 
affidavit. The justice ussured him that 
tborc wus not only no bounty on tho 
screech owl, but tlmt, oil the contrary, 
there wus a penalty of $5 for shooting one.

An appeal to the Humane aud Christian 
people of New ton. 

Follow Citizens:— 

Do you know that within one hundred 
miles of our shores (or about ns far as 
from Springfield to Boston) there are ten 
thousand men, women aud children, in- 
cluding many Americans, actually starving 
to deatli for want of food, even tiie amount 
of food which you discard from your tables 
every day? According to tho New York 
Sun which gets its information from tiie 
Bishop of Havana, 530,000 people have al- 
ready died iu Cuba of starvation, or tiie 
diseases resulting from Inek of sufficient or 
proper food, and tiie mortality continues 
to be frightful. 

In consequence of stringent martial laws, 
tillage has been prohibited in Cuba. There 
lias been neither sowing nor reaping for 
several seasons. And besides, it is said 
that so per cent of tiie non-combatants are 
too weak from fever and starvation to 
work. 

While the U. S. S. Montgomery was at 
Matanzas recently a board of officers was

The increase in tiie death rate 
is (lue to t lie fact that the distress is no 
longer confined to the laboring people, most 
of whom have already perished, it lias 
now extended to the better class of people, 
who, before the war. were iu moderutely 
comfoi table circumstances. Those who 
are now begging in tiie stress were, iu a

large part, well-to-do people, or the chil- 
dren of people who were well-to-do.” 
Boston Transcript. 

These statements are eyi lently not exug- 
gerul i Mis. They are tiie conclusions, facts 
aud figures arrived at hva board of United 
States naval officers. Whenever tiie United 
States officers landed they were constantly i 
followed by clamoring crowds of starving 
men, women ami children, who importuned 
them iu tiie must huurtrendering manner 
for a little food. The United States consul 
at Matanzas has done everything possible 
under the circumstances, but when the 
Montgomery left there, iu tiie first days of 
February, tlm consul had only enough 
rations remaining to lust about two weeks, 
after which tiie fun I appropriated by Con- 
gress would have been exhausted and then 
the sufferers of Matanzas would include 
the Americun citizens at that pluce. 

The Spuuish authorities have rendered 
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our vicinity, and we appeal to the good 
people of Newton for such aid as they are 
able and willing to render. 

Tiie question is one of Immunity alone. 
Shall these unhappy sufferers be permitted 
to perish miserably of want and starvation 
while we enjoy abundance? It is not 
desired by this appeal to excite any feeling 
that may be hostile to tiie Spanish nation, 
but solely to invoke public sympathy for 
ini man suffering. 

Tiie favored mothers and daughters of 
Newton will be glad, we are sure, to come 
generously to the rescue of tiie starving 
mothers and daughters of Cuba, many of 
them Americans. And tiie boys and girls 
will be glad, perhaps, to bund together for 
tiie solicitation of funds and supplies and 
thus ludp to save tho little children of 
Cuba. As to what will be most. acceptable,

The matter of adopting a portion of the 
revised ordinances was the chief subject 
for the hoard of aldermen's consideration 
at its meeting Monday evening. In addi- 
tion there was a large amount of routine 
business, and the city fathers with Chair- 
man White presiding, were in session just 
about three hours. 


COM M UNICATIONS 


were received and acted upon as follows: 
From the school board asking that a P2- 
rooin schoolhouse with hall be constructed 
in a central location for the accommoda- 
tion of scholars in Wards One and Seven, 
referred to the public property committee; 
from the school board asking fur the im- 
mediate construction of a two room addi- 
tion to the Thompsonville schoolhouse, re- 
ferred to the public property committee; 
from the harbor and lund commissioners 
notifying the city of a hearing on the 
Metropolitan Commissioners intention to 
lay submerged \Iater pipes across the 
Charles river from a point near St. James 
street to the Watertown side; from the city 
solicitor relative to the appointment of 
several statutatory offices, placed on ti’e; 
from the mayor appointing Henry II. Fan- 
ning, registrar of voters, A. H. Ruffe, grain 
weigher. Arthur Hudson, inspector of milk, 
these appointments were confirmed by the 
board; from the mayor calling the atten- 
tion of the board to land owned by the 
city which was not essential to the city’s 
needs, and which could be profitably 
disposed of; referred to the committee on 
parks. The mayor notified the board of 
the necessity of appointing persons to 
serve in the oilices of fence-viewer, meas- 
urer of woo<i and bark, and measurer of 
lumber, referred; James It. McLaughlin 
was appointed Inspector of animals and 
provisions at a salary of $700, also to care 
for the city’s horses for an extra compensa 
tion ; the trustees of the Methodist church 
at Newton Centre offered to present to the 
city the old church building, witli the fur- 
naces, providing it should be moved to the 
Newton Centre playground, and remodeled 
as an indoor gymnasium. The communi- 
cation stated further the desirability of 
such a gymnasium, and what a boon it 
would prove to the younger people of both 
sexes. The matter was referred to the 
committee ou parks.

COMMITTEE REPORTS AND OTHER MATTERS 

The special committee on ordinances 
notified the board that it had organized 
with the choice of Alderman Ivy as chair- 
man. 

These superior court jurors wore then 
drawn by authority of Mayor Cobb: G. 
M. Bridges, Walnut street, J. F. Amiable, 
Newtonville avenue. 11. M. Beale, Dicker- 
man road. 

At the time of the presentation of the re- 
ports of the special committee on ordi- 
nances which lollowed, there was no little 
discussion on the proper use of the terms 
“report received” and “report accepted.” 
This furnished the topic of a lively debate, 
but finally agreeable arrangements were 
made. 

This committee recommended that the 
bills against the city be placed in the hands 
of tlie city auditor by the 4th of each month. 
This was accepted. 

The same committee report it inexpedi- 
ent to abolish public hearings before the 
board and hold them in the committee 
rooms. 

Also thut unless otherwise ordered by 
the board of aldermen the salaries of subor- 
dinate city officials shall be established by 
the mayor and heads of departments. 

That the ordinance regarding the re- 
moval of snow be so amended that the side- 
walks in Wards One, Two and Seven, 
which are constructed of brick, stone or 
concrete be so cured for. 

Also that it would be inexpedient to have 
the work of reconstructing streets done by 
contract. 

The sewer committee recommended that 
the petitioners for a sewer in Russell road 
lie granted leave to withdraw. Also that 
hearings be ordered on the petitions for 
sewers in Jerome uvenueuud Clark road. 

The highway committee recommended 
the widening of Central street. The street 
1 i«ht committee recommended that street 
lights be rearranged or so plao-d as to sat- 
isfy the petitioners for lights on Montclair 
road. Highland terrace. Highland and 
Lowell avenues. Ami that the petitioners 
for street lights on Grove street and the 
rear of the Dennison building be granted 
leave to withdraw. 

A location was granted the telephone 
company on Chestnut terrace. 

The committee on the journal recom- 
mended that records of lust meeting be ap- 
proved. 

The finance committee recommended the 
adoption of an order appropriating $17‘.»,:H1 
for accruing department expenses tor the 
balance of the year. 

ORDERS 

were adopted ordering hearings for March 
21st on the petition* for sewers in Clark 
road ami Jerome avenue. 

The street commissioner was authorized 
to construct one street light at the corner 
of Lowell and Highland avenues. 

The water commissioner was authorized 
to lay water pipes at the cost of $8,372 in 
Bracebridge roan, Farlow Hill, Common- 
wealth and Moreland avenues, and Foster, 
Fuller. Tremont, Ward and Woodbine 
streets. 

Thesumof $170,341 14 was appropriated 
for accruing department expenses f« r the 
balance of the year. 

The city solicitor was authorized to 
settle all betterment cases arising from the 
construction of Commonwealth avenue. 

A hearing was ordered for Marcli 21st on 
t lie matter of widening Central street from 
Hancock street Southeasterly. 

An order presented by Alderman Lowell 
to the effect that no committee meeting 
Could be called later than t> p. in. on the day 
said meeting was to be held. Also that 
the members of the board be provided 
with a printed docket of the business to 
come before the board at least three days 
in advance of the meeting. Both of these 
were referred to the committee on rules. 

I'UlM.n PROPERTY COMMITTEE ENLARGED 

Alderman Ivy presented an order which 
provided for the enlargement of the public 
property committee from five to seven 
members. As the matter of constructing a 
new school building in Wards 1 or 7 was to 
come before that body, lie thought it well 
to have representatives from those dis- 
tricts. He had the endorsement of the 
president of the hoard. 

Alderman White said he endorsed tills 
order of Alderman Ivy’s. The non ap- 
pointment of representatives from these 
wards at the time the committee lists were 
ma le up was an oversight ou Ills part. 

Alderman \ugie thought the present 
number sufficient, und felt they could ac- 
complish all work necessary, lie was per- 
fectly willing to resign Ins position on that 
committee in favor of any other member. 

Alderman White thought this would not 
be necessary. 

Alderman Ivy did not wish his order to 
lm considered a reflection on the committee. 
He understood there was some difference 
of opinion in Wards l and 7 regarding the 
site of the proposed building, and to ac- 
complish a satisfactory settlement he 
thought it best to have members from each 
ward ou the committee, and that tbe entire 
city might be represented. 

Alderman Hunt did not favor the idea of 
enlarging the committee; lie thought better | 
work could be accomplished witii a smaller 
number. 

Alderman A l void favored the plan of 
Alderman Ivy. 

The question was then brought out thut 
the president hud neglected to appoint a ! 
a member from Wurd 0. Mr. While in re- , 
spouse to u question whether or not lie lul l | 
better make the number a, that Ward r> 
might be represented, replied, “I’ll be re- 
sponsible for my own ward”’ 

A vote was taken on Alderman ivy’s 
motion, uud it was decided to eulurge tue I 
committee from live to seven members. 

President White thereupon appointed 
Aldermen Hobart and Bristol!. 

TUE SNOW ORDINANCE AGAIN. 

Alderman Knowiton presented the I 
amended ordinance governing the i .-n oval 
ot snow from sidewalks in Wards 1, gaud 
7. According to the change made, and 
recommended by u majority of the commit- 
tec those sidewalks in these wards /con- . 
structed of brick, stone or concrete! will 


come under the provision* of the ordi- 
nance, nod will therefore have to be cleaned 
after every snow storm. 

Alderman Ivy wanted the three wards 
stricken out of the amendment and the 
words, “the city of Newton” inserted. 

This was seconded by Alderman Nagle. 

Alderman Dana supported the measure. 

Alderman Nagle did not favor either 
plan. Ilo thought the ordinance could lie 
regulator! that it might apply to certain 
sections of the entire city, within certain 
distances of railroad stations and squares. 

Alderman Knowiton said the matter had 
come before four committees on different 
occasions. The members hud fully con- 
sidered it and the conclusion had been that 
tills was the proper way for the ordinances 
to govern the mutter. There had always 
been an objection from the alderman from 
Ward 1. After so much time had been 
spent on the subject it seemed that the 
board should settle it as soon as possible. 
The suggestion of the Ward 2 alderman 
hud been also considered, but It had seemed 
impracticable. There seemed to be no 
other plan than to present it to the board ill 
this manner. 

Alderman Ivy said the question of re- 
moving snow ha<l been made a matter of 
local option in all the wards except Ward l. 
They alone had been given snub an ordi- 
nance as was thought best for residents in 
that section. The argument had been 
brought up that the mayor favored it. 
This he granted, but also that the mayor 
had said all the wards. These arguments 
should have equal weight. The other sec- 
tions of the city had been passed over as 
they were generally conceded to be wilder- 
nesses. Alderman Ivy went on to enumer- 
ate the advantages of a general ordinance, 
u hereby the wli .\e city might be ii o nded. 

Further remarks by Alderman ChuMey of 
Ward r» and Alderman Potter of Wnrd 1. 
The latter appeared to he in favor of the 
original mot on of Alderman Knowiton. 

A vote was taken on Alderman Ivy’s 
motion and it was voted down. 

On his solo objection further considern- 
t on of the snow ordinance was suspended. 
It will probably come up at the next meet- 
ing. 


FIXING SALARIES. 

Alderman Knowiton introduced an 
amendment to the city ordinances in ac- 
cordance witli the majority report of the 
committee, which in substance provided 
that the mayor, with the heads of the de- 
partments, should have the charge of fixing 
salaries of subordinate officials unless 
otherwise ordered by the board of alder- 
men. 

The board refused to sustain his amend- 
ment, President White ruling that the mo- 
tion was out of order according to article 5, 
section 2, of the rules of the board. 

Alderman Knowiton then tried to intro- 
duce an amendment as one not coming from 
the committee on ordinances, und therefore 
not subject to the rules. 

The president ruled that this also was 
out of order, the presumption still being in 
favor of the rules. 

Alderman Knowiton appealed from the 
decision of the chair, but was not sus- 
tained. The matter is likely to be biought 
up at tlie next meeting of the board. 

At 11 o’clock the board adjourned.

The Results ot Manual Training. 

To the Editor of the Glt.ll’llic:— 

While tlie matter of further introducing 
the Sloyd system of manual training into 
the grammar schools of Newton is under 
consideration, an inquiry into the results 
efiected by this system seems to be both do- 
siruble and timely. 

The recent exhibition of Sloyd work done 
by tlie boys in the Hyde school, certainly 
reflects great. credit upon the system, und 
tlie teacher in charge. The direct results 
of tills system (skill and accuracy in con- 
structing useful articles from wood, a prac- 
tical knowledge of tbe tools employed, up- 
plied mathematics and physical exercise) 
are mainly of an industrial character amt 
tend to stimulate tlie boys to follow me- 
chanical trades rather than the professions. 
Such work, as a part of tlie public school 
system, is in every way desirable and its 
benefits should lie extended to all tlie 
schools. 

The real aim of tlie Sloyd work, however, 
is said to be educational rather than in- 
dustrial. Tlie educational advantages of 
this system of manual training are ob- 
tained indirectly; that is. habits of con- 
centration ure cultivated and the interest 
of tlie boys is aroused, honest labor Inis a 
good morul tendency and is physically 
beneficial, all of which reflects upon tlie 
other school work. As these indirect re- 
sults are the chief consideiatlou of inaumil 
training in public school work, it may be 
worth while to inquire whether interest, 
concentration, moialsaud health in school 
children, cannot be secured in a less round- 
about way. If it were possible to obtain 
these conditions as direct results, instead 
of indirect, by a general plan of education 
on tlie same lines us the Sloyd work, such 
a plan would certainly possess an advant- 
age over tlie present one of relying almost 
wholly upon tlie constructing of articles 
from wood, or other material, to produce 
these conditions, the direct result of which 
is industrial development. If constructing 
with carpenters’ tools arouses tlie interest 
and activity of our children it is reasonable 
to suppose that any branch of knowledge, 
the utility ot which can be nracticallv 
demonstrated by ttie pupils themselves, 
will, on tlie same ground, become equally 
as interesting and beneficial mentally, 
morally and physically us the Sloyd work. 

In order to estimate the true value of the 
Sloyd work in tlie public schools, it seems 
iiHcessur) to adopt similar methods of 
teaching tiie other studies, developing tlie 
minds of the children equally in all direc- 
tions. With our efficient school board ami 
ulda superintendent, ways and means 
should be devised to pursue a harmonious 
system ot education from tlie kindergarten 
to the highest grades, giving tlie girls tlie 
benefit of manual training us well us tlie 
boys. It direct results were always sought 
for, the burden of arousing and maintain- 
ing the necessary self-activity fur the requi- 
site mental development in the various do 
paitments would rest, not on one system of 
manual training, which is limited to two 
hours each week per pupil, lint equally up- 
on all the various studies. The Sloyd work 
is excellent, it is a bold step in the right 
direction, but is there not danger in relying 
too much upon it for indirect results, while 
directly its value is chietiy industrial .’ 

There seems to be something hi the 
psychology of Sloyd work, the educational 
value of whiuh we aiv missing m the 
regular school system. Wiiat is it ?

CRISIS IN CUBAN AFFAIRS. 


Ml HAT HALSTEAD SPEAKS ON rtlEPHES 
ENT OUTLOOK. 


Mr. Murat Halstead lectured in tlie Read 
Fund course in Eliot hull, Tuesday evening 
on the Spanish- A liter loan crisis in Cuba. 

The hall was crowded With tlie largest 
audience of the season, lie said : 

“The island of Cuba is practically the 
same size as the state of New York, and is | 
divided into six great provinces. At tho 
outset of tho war its population was 1,(100,- 
ooo. Of these at the beginning of tlie war 
1 , 000 ,000 wore white and the remainder 
negroes or people of mixed blood. 

”1 state these facts for tlie reason that it 
lias been tlie insistent cry of the enemies of 
Cuban independence that tlie present insur- 
rection is a black rebellion. Two thirds of 
the people of Cuba at tho beginning of the 
war were white, but the blacks have proba- 
ably survived tlie hardships of tlie past two 
years in larger proportion than the whites. 

“Only ono-sixteenth of the entire island 
lias ever been put under cultivation. Tho 
remainder of the island is covered by al- 
most unbroken forests. Cuba in 1804 pro- 
duced more than l.ono.ono toivs of sugar, or 
almost one ton per white inhabitant. This 
in spite of tlie strange colonial system of 
the Spanish government, that has destroyed 
for her so many provinces and dependen- 
cies. 

“Of tlie total revenue of Cuba seven- 
eighths is expended not according to tho 
will of her people, but of her rulers across 
the water. 

"It would have been much better for 
the Cubans if they had given less attention 
to individual wrongs and had been more 
particular in presenting the great material 
interests which have suffered. There is 
ample reason for their attitude, however, 
for their sufferings have not been exaggei- 
ated. 

•‘A land of plenty lias been turned into a 
liu l of suffering, famine, war and pesti- 
lence. 

“Had they presented the great simple 
truth they would have been stronger in 
Europe and America. 

“It is quite impossible with tlie forces at 
Ills command that Maximo Gomez should 
menace Havana or make much impression 
upon it The water works of tlie city are 
12 miles outside its limits, and until you 
hear that they have been destroyed do not 
put much faith in threatened attacks on 
the city. 

“The cause of Cuba is founded on justice. 
Spain has as surely lost the island as she 
has her other colonies of Mexico and Peru. 

“it is impossible to conceive of any other 
way of getting out of the present difficul- 
ties which beset the island und Spanish 
rule in Cuba than the absolute liberty and 
independence of tbe people. 

“Their one hope' is in the great republic 
of tlie north. 

“Autonomy is not possible under tlie 
Spanish colonial system. The system does 
not lend itself to autonomy, for it is essen- 
tially tyrannical. 

“The discovered lands do not belong to 
the nation, but to the Spanish crown, and 
the power of the captain general is as ab- 
solute as that of tlie governor of a besieged 
city. 

"The autonomists do not constitute an 
important party in Culm, but are tlie poli- 
tical theorists of the island. 

“Weyler represents the real Spanish idea. 
Every attempt of Spain to govern Cuba 
under Campos, Weyler, or Blanco has 
proved a failure, and Spanish affairs in tlie 
island ar<* in a hopeless muddle. 

“The United States has great and grave 
interests at stake. We are so near tlie 
island that we cannot escape the responsi- 
bility. 

“Is it not tlie duty of this nation to put a 
stop to nic suffering and destruction in the 
i land?”

A SHIP’S COMEDY. 


When Mrs. Guorgio Holdon lifted her 
Inees uiul ml tnoroeoo heels across the gnng- 
way of tho It. M. S. Lady of Lorraine, she 
wns possessed strongly of tho fooling that 
something must happen soon. Sho had 
felt tho fiiimo prophctlo touch hoforo In 
very many ways, but today It bubbled to 
tho phenomenal. “Such a presentiment,

SIDEWALKS AGAIN. 


The “simw ordinance” is again being 
considered by the aldermen, and Ward One 
has been put back in the “progressive” list 
and un effort is being made to confine the 
cleaning of walks, as before, to Wards 
One, Two and Seven. It was hoped that 
the rest of the city was by this time edu- 
cated up to modern ideas. Well cleaned 
walks are as much a necessity in these days 
as the sidewalks themselves, and people 
who take pride in their surroundings have 
their walks cleaned just as they keep their 
lawns trimmed in summer. We do not 
think that the aldermen who are opposing 
the extension of the ordinance to the whole 
city represent the better portion of their 
constituents in such opposition. The three 
wards which have lived up to the ordi- 
nance for some years have never found it 
unpopular, and are glad to have it kept in 
force, as has been seen by the many re- 
monstrances when it was proposed to leave 
Ward One out. The necessity for such an 
ordinance W'as seen in the after effects of 
the recent snow storm. Last Sunday the 
fine weather called out a large number of 
people, who found dry sidewalks in Wards 
One and Seven, but after they had crossed 
the Ward Six line, there wasonly a narrow 
space, cleaned by the snow plough, and in 
that the water was one or more inches 
deep, while snow covered the rest of the 
walks. Once in a while some enterprising 
man hud cleaned off his walk, but as a rule 
the walks were in bad condition, and with 
the ridges of snow on either side they were 
unfit for ludies to walk in, unless they 
wore bicycle suits, while every one had to 
have rubbers. Wards Three and Five were 
not quite us bad. though in places the 
w'alks were uncleaned, but evidently most 
of the residents in those wards had been 
used to living in civilized places where 
people clean their sidewalks. In every 
ward on the north side of the city, there is 
probably a large majority who would favor 
the ordinance if it were put to a popular 
\ote, and if the women had the right of 
suffrage, we think even Wards Five and 
Six would have a large majority in favor of 
clean .sidewalks. A citizen who would 
rather have ull his neighbors wade through 
the snow and slush than to spend a small 
sum to clean oil his sidewalk, can hardly 
be called public-spirited, and when they 
come to think the matter over, we think 
most men would be ashamed to take uny 
active part in opposing such un ordi- 
nance. 


Brook link is considering a matter 
lliut is of great interest to Newton, which 
isithe widening of B A lston street, so as to 
u/lmit of a central ctr track reservation, 
with driveways on either side. Uoylston 
street is now the central highway of 
Brookline, but it runs in great part through 
a rural district, and the intention is to 
avoid having ctr tracks on narrow streets, 
by providing this central thoroughfare for 
thorn. Newton is interested in the matter, 
as if Brook liiw decides upon the improve- 
in Mit, Newton will be called upon to take 
similar action, Boylston street running 
from the Brookliuo line to the Upper Falls, 
and being one of our great thoroughfares. 
There was so me talk of our widening the 
street some years ago, and some of the 
u Unitors offered land for the purpose, hut 
it was found that the laud thus offered was 
so rocky or marshy that it would cost the 
city more to accept the gift than it would 
to buy land on the opposite side. The 
street in Newton runs for the most part 
through farms or woodland, is very narrow, 
and is used mostly for teaming purposes, a 
large amount of through traffic passing 
over it.

Tua order for the investigation of the 
very peculiar gas business in Boston has 
passed the house, although the lobby came 
very near defeating it yesterday on u mo- 
tion for reconsideration, and Speaker Bates 
gave u very empliatic vote in favor of the 
investigation. Mr. Addicks begun the de- 
moralization of the gas business in Boston, 
and Mr. Lawson and other speculators 
Lave continued it, until now nothing but a 
legislative investigation can struighteu 
matters out. The Gas Commissioners have 
found courage to make a very strong report 
mi tile matter and now the question is 
whether the investigation order w ill pass 
the Senate, which bus been in former times 
so sensitive in responding to the wishes of 
the lobby ids. 

The Lost telephone bill gets u favorable 
report, in spile of the opposition of the 
telephone companies and officials. Thu 


bill seem* a very moderate one, and in re- 
ferring the matter of telephone rates to the 
Gas nml Electric Light Commission, the 
state is taking only the proper step, to 
have some proper regulation of the tele- 
phone service. The public will watch with 
Interest to see if the bill will pass the leg- 
islature, as there Is a strong lobby re- 
ported to be working against it. 

Boston’s Commerce in 18ff7 heat all pre- 
vious records, amounting to $180.87!>.83H, 
or 30 per cent more than in the year pre- 
vious. Compared with total Imports and 
exports of the country, Boston comes next 
to N»*w York, and has a little over 10 per 
cent of the Nation’s commerce.

Beacon Bill, March 0. 

This is the date for the committees to 
make final reports on all matters com- 
mitted to them, hut there will not he an end 
| of reports, for although many of tho oom- 
j mlttees have done very remarkable work, 
and some are through their hearings, time 
must bo granted for executive sessions, 
j and this has necessitated a general exten- 
sion for a week. 

City Solicitor Slocum was on hand early 
on Monday, to advocate a perfecting change 
in the city charter of Newton, which was 
petitioned for by Alderman Knowlton. It 
repeals a section of the charter passed 
last year which repealed the park act of 
1882, and revives that act, vesting the 
powers which were by that act vested In 
the city council in the present board of al 
dermen. Of course it was unopposed. 

'Plic committee on cities had a hearing a 
few days since on an act relative to tho 
licensing of stables. It was put In by Mr. 
Apsey of Cambridge but the latter was not 
present, the measure being advocated by 
G. K. Pulsifer of Newton, who pointed 
out thnt the value of the legislation sug- 
gested lay in the provision that no license 
should be granted for a stable until after a 
public hearing, to which all owners of real 
estate within two hundred yards have been 
summoned by a written notice, and a 
printed notice has boon published for at 
least ten days in a paper of the city. Ho 
said that stables had been licensed in his 
city within a few months without the 
knowledge of those abutting on the prem- 
ises, because they had received no written 
notice and had failed to see the printed 
notice in the papers. He thought a notifi- 
cation by mail snlTicent. Corporation 
Counsel Bailey of Boston lent his power- 
ful aid to the bill. saying that the method 
of notice suggested was that followed in 
Iris city. 

Tho committee on education has been 
giving some very largely attended hearings 
on the truancy bill prepared by George A. 
Walton of Newton, which is based on his 
report concerning school attendance pub- 
lished a year ago. It was hardly expected 
that the report and hill would arouse the 
interest which it did, until it was seen 
! that it revived the old discussion relating 
to State Supervision of private schools, 

J which was thrashed out in 1881) after some 
i of tlm most exciting discussions in the 
| Green Room that that ancient and now ex- 
tinct apartment ever saw. I presume 
Newton readers have already read the ac- 
counts of the hearings in the Boston 
nupers, and that no arguments are needed 
for or against the propositions, the main 
object of the bill being to secure a better 
co operation of parents with the school 
officials in regard to school attendance, 
and one feature being parental schools 
maintained by the state, in place of the 
present system of county truant schools.- 
Outside of the sectarian question which 
has been raised, the main menace to Mr. 
Walton’s bill comes from the various 
I boards of county commissioners, which 
i unite as a solid wall against any form of 
I legislation which in any way interferes 
i with their prerogatives. There is nothing 
I in the commonwealth more absurd than a 
system of schools which arc entirely with- 
I out the supervision of tho state board of 
. education, and which are under the super- 
, vision of a business and executive body of 
men, which has also largely a judicial 
, function. County truant schools are an 
anomaly, though such schools as that of 
j Middlesex county deserve only the highest 
praise. Having got these schools in their 
hands, there is little danger of the oom- 
| m issioners letting them go; as they argue 
; it. this is one more attempt to do away 
> with the system of county commissioners. 

<>t course it is no sueb thing, but as it is 
! assumed to he so the advocates ok’ the 
! measure have before them a gigantic task 
| indeed, and there is little hope of its euaut- 
! meat into law. meritorious as it is. 
j And what 1 have said unplies with even 
, more force to the proposition to transfer 
j the control of the county prisons to the 
I state, which has the approval of the prison 
commission. Thu arguments for this are 
' manifold; it would save public money, con- 
duce to public morals, by making it possi- 
| hie to have a separate prison for women 
1 and one for minor offenders, and also has 
| the merit of being reasonable. Yet the 
committee on prism's, with the single ex- 
I ception of .Senator W. II. Cook of Milford, 
who Ims one of the most level heads in the 
I legislature, has reported against the hill, 

■ not because it is not meritorious, but be- 
; cause it is impractical, the impracticability 
; being that no such measure could get 
i through the house and senate with the 
county commissioners opposed to it. The 
average county commissioner is a very 
line man: lie is a man of sense, of judg- 
ment, uml of honesty, but lie is also a limn 
who controls a great deal of patrouugc.aiid 
dislikes to have ids power in this direction 
cutoff. Those who are still looking for a 
chance to hammer the spoils system arc re- 
spectfully requested to consider this situa- 
tion, which is ridiculous indeed for Massa- 
chusetts. 

i Before I leave the question of county 
government, 1 should call attention to the 
| fact that w” limit any nourish of trumpets, 
a revolution has been going on in this 
I vicinity. A hill has been reported and has 
j passed, which expels Chelsea from society 
where she has caused to he desired. As 
everybody knows, the Middlesex county 
, commissioners have the right to act in that 
! part of Suffolk county which comprises 
Chelsea, Revere and Winthmp, while ihe 
Boston board of uldermen have all the 
powers of county commissioners for the 
comity of Suffolk in their own city. The 
result of this system lias been that Chelsmt 
ha- neeii able to send a delegation to the 
Middlesex county convention for many 
years, and bus likewise sent its delegates to 
the Suffolk county convention, thus having 
a balance of power in both oountieK. The 
1 new hill stops this, so far as Middlesex is 
concerned, and the city will he removed as 
j a political factor in the contests which 
annually arise; Revere and Winthrop are 
i still with us, but are no menace. 

Senator Harwood’s committee on taxu- 
i tion has been given until April 11 in which 
j to report, it has set this as its limit of 
time, hut will he lucky to get through by 
then, for it lias an immense number of 
j measures still to hear, uml the tiow id' 
oratory of the average tax reformer is sim- 
ply endless. Every man who lias uny ideas 
as to taxation is u reformer, by the way ; 
the only difference being that one would 
seek reform by additional taxes and an- 
other by decreasing the tux. 

The committee on metropolitan affairs 
] has pretty nearly closed up its work, ami 
] Mr. Rickard will soon be spending ull his 
! time in the morning and afternoon sessions 
I of the house. Mr. Haywurd cun continue 
! to look forward to plenty of committee 
I work, for so long us there are any matters 
pending in the committees and in the 
! senate, w hich arc of a liuanciul nature, the 
' house ways and means committee must 
I continue to sit. 

I Judge Kennedy was before the commit- 
tee on education the other duy, opposing 
j the truancy bill, of which I have spoken, 
i I have no doubt lie is prejudiced iu favor 
| of the present system by the good work 
j done ut tiie Middlesex school, which every- 
1 body admits, while there is no doubt ut ull 
lliat lie bus wisely used his power of com- 
mitment.

DEATH oi THE VETERAN CITY OFFICIAL 
AT AURURNDAl.K. 


Nathan Mossmnn, a veteran city official 
and one of tho most esteemed residents of 
Newton, died Saturday morning, at 1 
o’clock, at his homo at the corner of Com- 
monwealth avenue and Ash street, Aub- 
urndale. 

Mr. Mossnmn had been sick since Feb. 1, 
and unennsoinua since the 22d. Death was 
duo to paralysis. 

Nathan Mossnmn was born In Warwick, 
Mass., in 1828, and received his education 
in tho district schools of the town. He 
was associated w ith Ills father in business 
and Inter entered the employ of tho Ames 
sword company, and at the outset of tho 
war held an important position in the em- 
ploy of tho firm. 

During tho war he was in charge of im 
port ant government contracts for swords 
and other military supplies. 

, Soon after the war lie removed to Boston 
where he established a business similar to 
that conducted by the Chicopee firm. Ilo 
w as sufficiently successful in this venture 
to enable him to retire from active busi- 
ness about 20 years ago. 

Soon after removing from Chicopee he 
moved to Auburndalc, where he lias since 
resided. He was regarded as one of the 
leading citizens of Newton, and had hosts 
of warm personal friends in all parts of tho 
city. 

In 1874 w hen Newton became a city he 
was appointed a. member of the board of 
overseers of the poor from Ward 4, which 
position he held up to the present time. 

He was for some time agent of tho board 
of health, and tor 11 years served as city 
almoner. 

In 1881 he was elected to tho common 
council from Ward 4, and reelected the fol- 
lowing year, The serious ilium of his 
son iu California that year caused him to 
send his resignation to the common coun- 
cil, hut that body unanimously refused to 
accept it. He was ugain elected to the 
council in 88 and 84. 

He leaves two daughters ami a son, Wal- 
ter Mossnmn of Brookline.

Tiiut Early did his best 1 huvu no doubt, 
but thu mute was not satisfied with tlml 
and took every occasion to abuse him. We 
were only a week out und the mate hud 
shown tils hand three or four times when 
a climax uume. In tiie early morning 
watch lie gave some order which was not 
readily understood und promptly olicyud 
and as a result brutully assaulted two or 
three men of Ids wuU’li Early wus of thu 
number, and they pitched into the mutu 
For this they were 


pul iu irons to bo tried wheu the ship 
reached Jumalcu 

It muy have been thut thu uncullcd for 


brutality of tho tun te aroused tho sympa- 
thies of the entire crew or tho change cf 
plans made by Early won t hem over. They 
were nn average lot of sailors, of mixed 
nationalities, nnd tho men had been In 
irons only two or three days when 1 heard 
enough to satisfy mo that mischief was 
brewing 

I went to the chief mate with scraps of 
con vernation I had hoard nnd received a 
kick and a curse for my pains. A few 
hours later I wns suvo that tho crew con- 
tetn | luted open mutiny; lint, afraid of tho 
reception tho captain might give me, I 
held my tongue. Two nights Inter, In tho 
second mate’s watch, ho was seized from 
behind and thrown overboard. Then tho 
watch off duty wns notified, and, arming 
themselves as best they could and led by 
George Early, they called the captain and 
olilcf officers on dock and secured them nnd 
hnd possession of tho ship. Every sailor 
aboard except tho carpenter nnd sailmnker 
wns in tiie plot, nnd after tiie ship had 
boon seized these two men east their lot 
with tiie mutineers. I was routed out only 
after the men had secured the officers, and 
then found ail thu passengers dressed and 
In tho cnblon nnd George Early and Mary 
Sinclair talking together Tito change of 
plan was to seize the ship and go sailing to 
some island whore the men could enjoy 
themselves in their own way, with piracy 
perhaps at tiie finis. 

It. was currently reportml thnt tho Iron 
Duknhud a large ntnotintof specie aboard, 
bosides a valuable cargo, nnd young Early 
was a good talker among such ignorant 
men as inhabit thu forecastle As a matter 
of fact , thoro was soino specie — a few thou- 
sand dollars in silver — but, ns to tho men 
reaping any benefit out of a mutiny, ouch 
nnd nil must hnvo known hotter had they 
stopped to argue tho matter. The ship 
held to Iter courso, nnd nothing was dono 
until next morning. There wore some 
lawless acts among tho men, as might 
have boon expected, but nothing to innko 
the passengers afraid, nnd the enrpontor 
had general charge of tho 6hlp and carried 
her safely along. 

An hour after daylight tho crow gath- 
ered and elected George Early as captain. 
As ho hud not boon two weeks ut son this 
was a queer thing to do, but tho men 
wanted to honor him for lending the mu- 
tiny It was found that not a man nbonrtl 
know anything of navigation, but tho 
charts were brought on dock and consult- 
ed, und It wns agreed thnt tho ship could 
be navigated without help from tho instru- 
ments. Captain nnd mate had been tied 
hand and foot for hours and tvero brought 
out soon after tho men had had their 
breakfast. Tho mute hud nothing to say 

Thocnptnin made a speech in which ho 
offered to overlook tho whole matter if tho 
men would return to duty. They jeered 
and mocked him in reply. Some were for 
killing tho two men at once, but Eurly 
bad decided to give them a show. Ono of 
tho quarter boats was launched and provi- 
sioned for a week and tho two officers or- 
dered into her. Thoy went without a 
word, seeming to renlizo that nothing they 
could say would chnngo tho plans of tho 
mutineers, and then emtio tho question of 
the fato of tho passengers. Early had per- 
haps planned to keep them nbonrd, but ev- 
ery ono begged to bo sent away with the 
officers. Even Mary Sinclair's aunt was 
included, although she wns 50 years of ago, 
in poor health and knew that hardship 
nnd suffering awaited her As for tho 
girl herself, she looked upon her lover as a 
horo and was for helping him to carry out 
his plans. 1 am sure shu know that a mu- 
tiny was brewing and that Early was tho 
leader, but shu rather encouraged it than 
otherwise. When the mint nnd other pas- 
sengers charged her with this, us they did 
euoii alter tho ship changed hands, shu 
only laughed at thorn in reply. 

Siio was not only thoroughly Infatuated 
with thu good looking criminal, but had 
bocomc perfectly rook less of consequences. 
After a long wrangle the passengers were 
allowed to go in the boat, and more water 
and food were put into her. Not ono of 
the crew expressed n desire to go along, 
and tlmt I was permitted to depart has al- 
ways been a matter of wonder, as I would 
have been of use aboard, and tiie other ap- 
prentice was detained That 1 did get 
n way was owing to the fact that I wut- 
sent down into tho boat to keep her fended 
off from the ship and to receive tho pro- 
visions, and when all thu people Imd come 
down wo oust off in a hurry, leaving Mury 
Sinclair behind 

When sent adrift without a sail or com- 
pass and with only two oars— seven of us 
— we wore about 8UU miles from the near- 
est land, which wns the land we hud sailed 
from It was fortunately midsummer 
weather, nnd wo did not suffer from cold, 
but for Ul tie vs wo were knocking about 
on short rations and wet to tho skin most 
of the time. 

Thu only uho made of the oars was to 
keep tho boat’s head to tho seas, and day I 
and night we kept a lookout for rescue. It | 
was on tho morning of tho fourteenth day 
and jtiHt ns a galo wus piping up t but a 
French brig, homeward bound, sighted 
uml picked us up, with Mrs. Mosher o 
near dead that siio gn.-ped tier last us she 
was lifted to thu dock of tiio brig Tho 
remainder of us were half starved and 
thoroughly worn out, and two or three 
days more would have brought death to 
half tho number. We wore lauded at a 
French port and sent on to Liverpool, und 
thut was tho last l heard of any of iny fel- 
low sufforors, but tho Iron Duke hnd ad- 
ventures which some of you muy have rend 
In tho public prints. Two days after wo 
were sunt utlrlft sho was spoken by an 
English man-of-war. Siio hud altered her 
course and was running to tho south, pro* 
sumuldy intending to round thu Horn. As 
sho refused tu answer signuls, she was 
chased for fill miles us a suspicious charac- 
ter, but outsailed tiio luun-ut-wur und got 
a wuy 

Shu was uext seen off the Azores, ami 
next to thu west of tiie Mudcirus, and by 
this timo two English muii-of-war were 
after her Site finally dropped out of sight 
altogether, and nothing was heard of her 
for a year Then tiio Scotch ship William, 
homeward bound from Australia uml coin- 
ing up tiie const, overhauled a derelict 
which bail evidently been knocking about 
for months Musts were gone, bulwarks 
* swept away, rudder broken and the hulk 
I full of water It was thu Iron Duke, and 
no human foot hud trod tier docks for 
| many weeks Sho laid evidently been ills

Hospital Trustees Meet. 

The regular quarterly meeting of the 
trustees of the Newton Hospital was held 
on Monday, the 7th Inst., ut the Nurses 
Home. Sixteen members were present, the 
president, Hon. J. R. Leeson, presi ling. 

The treasurer reported the receipt of 
$3, 83P.75 for the care and treiment of 
patients and $1, 002.85 from other sources 
He hud also received for the endowment 
funds a legacy from the estate of the lat 
I)r. Win. Andrews Browne of $7000 which 
had been invested. 

Dr. Seales, the secretary of the executive 
committee, reported the average number of 
patients in December was 44, and for .Janu- 
ary about 42 ; that paintings for the Georgia 
A. Leeson Ward had been received from 
Mrs. W. E. Webster and from Mr. W. N. 
Bartholomew, and that the executive com- 
mittee recommended that the male ward 
he named the Thayer Ward in honor of Dr. 
F. L. Thayer. 

After remarks by the president, recalling 
the very valuable and continuous services 
of Dr. Thayer from the first opening of the 
hospitul to the present time, the recom- 
mendation was unanimously adopted by a 
rising vote, uud the male ward will here 
after be known us the Thayer Ward. 

I)r. Eaton, for the managers of the Train- 
ing School, reported twenty-eight pupil 
nurses in the school at the present time, 
eight of whom were engaged iu outside 
nursing. The president reported a contract 
lmd been made with the eby for the care of 
its sick, similar to that of lust year with the 
exception of prices. 

A resolution was adopted of sympathy 
with the secretary, Mr. Travel!!, for the 
loss he hud sustained iu the destruction ot 
fire, and of gratitude that the loss did not 
include the lives so valuable to the hospitul 
und to the community. 

The president was authorized to contract 
for the erection of the new buildings, funds 
to pay for which will be provided by 
generous friends of the hospitul 


It is stated that it was Mr. Beck’s custom 
to ride out of a Sunday afternoon, and Sun- 
day taking advantage of the bracing spring 
weather, he hired a horse and buggy at 
Waltham late iu the afternoon, and rode 
around from Needham to West Newton 
und thereabouts. 

He evidently enjoyed his ride, for about 
half a mile above the point where the acci- 
dent occurred, he was seen driving his 
horse at a dead gallop. Beople looked 
around as he sped by, and commented on 
the somewhat reckless manner in which he 
appeared to urge on the horse. Some of 
the spectators who saw him, state that he 
appeared to have lost control of the animal. 

About 7.15 o’clock car 5 of the Newton 
A Boston railroad was proceeding up 
Elliott street. The road is quite hilly and 
the car pushed up the steep grade lather 
slowly, Motorman Myles Standish being on 
the front platform. 

The buggy was seen by the motorman 
coming down the left side of the street at 
good speed. 

When it was quite near the car, the horse 
started to cross the street toward the loft, 
the left rein evidently being pulled bv the 
driver, and before the motorman could shut 
down the power the car had crashed into 
the buggy und thrown it and the driver 
over in u heap. 

The shafts of the team struck Motorman 
Standish, but did not hurt him seriously. 

The car struck the horse just under the 
neck and lacerated the animal severely. 
The force of the crash threw Mr. Beck 
from his seat, and iu falling lie lauded 
under the horse, whose fall and weight, to- 
gether with his own force, killed him al- 
most instantly. 

The unfortunate man did not utter a cry ; 
and the whole matter took place so quickly 
that it was hard for the motorman to real- 
ize just what had happened. 

Dr. McOwenof Newton Upper Falls was 
immediately summoned. When lie ar- 
rived, Mr. Beck was already past relief. 
The body was removed by ambulance to 
the Newton Hospital morgue. The horse's 
sufferings became so painful that Oftlcer 
Dugan shot the poor brute. 

Several witnesses were near the scene, 
and the following names were taken: Con- 
ductor W. F. O'Brien, Moses Soinoshousky 
and Albert Fisher. 

There were just nine passengers on the 
car ut the time of the accident, and all ex 
pressed their belief that the casuailty was 
not tiie result of negligence on the part of 
the motormun. 

Motorman Standish is a young man of 
about 23, and stands six feet two inches iu 
height. He is considered one of the most 
careful men on the force. 

Mr. Beck lived with his brother in Need- 
ham and was unmarried. 

lie worked in a bicycle factory, at what 
is known as the “lathe,” and was consid- 
ered a skilled workmuu. 

Mr. L. II. McLain, superintendent of the 
road, was seen and claimed that the motor- 
man was entirely blameless, and that the 
driving of Thomas Beck was such as to 
throw the burden of blame upon him. 

“It was the strangest th ug in the world 
for a driver to try to cross a street on the 
down hill, when a car was coining up.” 

The body was claimed by a brother of 
the deceased.

ANSWERS THE QUERY “IS WAR EVER 
JUSTIFIABLE FROM A WOMAN’S POINT 
OF VIEW?” 

Iii barbarism, dispute defies law. In 
civilization, law checks dispute. The day 
was when if a man were anjjry with an- 
other he ran him through the heart or 
chopped oil his head, and nobody won- 
dered. 

The practice of private murder as an ex- 
pedient for the settlement of personal dif- 
ferences went out of fashion some time 
ago. The duel as a substitute ran its 
career and ceased to be respectable. There 
are still spots on the globe whore killing is 
the recognized consequence of quarreling, 
but they are the barbaric spots. Only 
savages murder. 

A nation is a representative man. The 
traits, the rights, the wrongs, the duties, 
the responsibilities of the individual be- 
long to the state. The state has moral 
character, is under moral laws and must 
obey them, as well as the man. The state 
stands for civilization, civilization means 
moral progress and moral progress implies 
a few things which are indisputable. One 
of them is the sacredness of human life. 

War is murder legalized on u large scale. 
Strip it of its gold lace, silence its druin- 
beuls. hush its martial songs, remove its 
bunting, reduce its romance to the terms of 
fact, and battle is nothiug but civil or in- 
ternational murder. — 

The time has been when war was un- 
avoidable, just as the time lias been when 
private murder was a matter of course. 
That time has passed. The day has been 
when nations did not know any better than 
to slay each other when they hud a differ- 
ence. When, in point of fact, a country 
had notiiing else to do, if it quarreled witli 
its neighbors, hut to light the neighbor. 
That day lias passed. 

A civilized Mate can no longer play the 
barbarian. We have just as many new 
conditions to meet in statecraft as we have 
in science. We cannot ignore the progress 
of moral responsibility any more than we 
can the progress of invention or discovery. 
We cannot shut our eyes to the advancing 
standards of humanity any more than we 
can to the telephone and the 10-hour law. 
War lias ceased to be a decent method of 
settling international disputes. It belongs 
to the dark ages and to the brute. It 
should not any longer he considered as u 
possible outcome of any friction between 
nations. international slaughter is out of 
date, lie is the greatest statesman who 
recognizes this fact and forces its recogni- 
tion upon the people whom he represents. 

Gentlemen at Washington! I) » not wait 
for your constituents to tell you whether 
they do or do not want war. Educate the 
people to consider it impossible. You are 
there to lead them, not to follow them, in a 
great moral crisis like this. Your constitu- 
ents will keep their heads because you 
keep yours. 

i le age when history must be written in 
bP'od has gone. It is your great opportu- 
nity t * m ilce the history of peace, it is 
yours to do tile gran I deed and “scorn the 
c msequerice ’’ rue moral standards of 
the future watch you. The future, not the 
past, is to judge you. 

War is tt crime of the past. There is not 
anything glorious about wur. It is nothing 
but butchery. The rapid-tire gun utid the 
submarine torpedo boat spell torment and 
death, just the same us the tomahawk or 
the stake or the assegai. 

Three hundred martyred ghosts from the 
ruins of the Maine cry out: “By our 
agonies, God forbid that you add 300,000 to 
uur comm \ !*» 

Hut liow shall we protect our national 
self- respect? Precisely as we protect our 
personal sell-respect. We ahull adjust our 
disputes by law. i'ut in the place of the 
Imllet and the battleship the international 
c cu ts and the council of arbitration. Sub- 
mit to the referee. Consider humanity tirst 
and our rights and wrongs afterward, it 
is worse to he savage than to he injured. 
It is worse to Hi nder than to he insulted. 
Quarreling can no longer be settled by kill- 
ing. 

I am asked to apeak for that class of our 
people wlio, in the event of war, endure 
the most, the moat silently and help- 
lessly — our women. The wo lien of this 
country would* go on the kuena ol thcii 
souls to the congress of the United States 
if that would prevent another war. Thirty 
years are not long enough to forget The 
space of one generation does not give 
strength enough to suffer all over again.

A ■> long I- war means t u tu-re, slaughter, 
death, desolation, shattered homes that 
cannot b>- rebuilt, and heart-break that 
never heals, so long will women plead 
against It, and these iu God's name and 
mercy’s.

CIIAXOE IN SYSTEM OF GRANTING TO INN- 
IIOI. HERS PROBABLE. 


There is likely to be a change in the sys- 
tem of granting innholders’ 111*611808 in the 
city about the first of May. As a conse- 
quence a number of the present holders of 
these licenses may find themselves without 
these valuable adjuncts to their business. 

Legitimate holders of these licenses are 
in no danger, but the innumerable Italian 
fruit stands and similar stores, which make 
the license ,an excuse for keeping open on 
Sunday for the purpose of selling fruit, 
candy, cigars and tonics are likely to suffer. 

For some time complaints have reached 
the mayor in regard to open stores on Sun- 
day. He has called the attention of the 
police department officials to this matter. 
They have replied that, while they have 
known that the spirit of the law has been 
violated for some time, no places have been 
allowed to keep open on Sunday, which 
were not possessed of a license from the 
bonrd of aldermen. 

This led to an investigation, which has 
brought to light the fact that for several 
years past licenses as inn holders have 
been granted by the hoard without ques- 
tion, to almost any applicant, and without 
consultation with the police. 

There are a number of new applicants 
for these licenses iu the field. This fact 
has also been instrumental in causing the 
investigation. 

.Strict Sabbatarians complain that all 
sorts of business is being done on Sunday 
without excuse under the protection of 
these licenses. The police state that there 
are an excessive number of open stores on 
Sunday, which they cannot close. 

Sunday Caut. Heustis and Sergt. Clay in- 
spected all the licensed places in division 
2, where the majority of the innholders are 
located. Out of nearly a dozen, they found 
but two establishments which were living 
up to the strict interpretation of the law, 
and a third which might, by a liberal con- 
struction of tiie statute, be considered as 
conforming to the provisions governing inn- 
holders. 

A number of the others were not in a 
position to conform to the statute. The 
majority were found to have no legitimate 
■ \ i - 1- inr receiving an innholder's license. 

in thn two other districts a similar con- 
dition of affairs is understood to exist. An 
inspection will be made in other parts of 
tiie city within a few days. The report of 
the police will be place-1 in the hands of 
the mayor, and will probably i»,* made the 
subject of a communication to the hoard of 
.aldermen, in which a more careful consid- 
eration of the license question will be ad- 
vocated.

Pine Auroral Display. 

One of the linest auroral displays seen 
in the vicinity of Huston for many years 
Hashed and glowed iu the northern heav- 
ens for an hour or more Tuesday evening. 
Great waves of light swept in a grand 
arch from east to west uud hack uguiu, 
varied by long streamers stretching to the 
zenith, which snapped and almost glittered 
against the blackness of the sky. A green- 
ish tinge wus the predominating color, 
but many of th^ intense portions of the 
display had a crimson hue. The spectacle 
I was over by o'clock, but during the dis- 
I pluy all the telegraph lines in New England 
were seriously affected. The aurora was 
‘ seen throughout New England, being es- 
| peciully brilliant in Maine. 

I The aurora was the subject -if cousider- 
! able interest at Hurvurd observatory, Cum 
, bridge, where a number of Prof. Picker - 
j imps assistants made notes of the display. 
An observation of the sun Tuesday noon 
disclosed three or four giguutic spots, de- 
, noting violent eruptions. This tact gives 
additional ground for the theory that the 
' aurora is closely connected with disturb- 
| uncos ou tiie s'ill.

Single Tax Club. 

The 30th regular mooting was held Mon- 
day evening, Mar. 14, in the vestry or the 
Methodist church at Newtonville. Mr. .1. 
H. Willis spoke eloquently upon “How the 
1 inquirer should approach the subject” as 
| follows: 

Mi. Will I a spoke of the moral nspeet of 
I the single I’ax as its strong hold, and said 
'in part— “So long as faith abides in God 
uinl iu the ultimate triumph of the right. 
! long may the Single Taxer he confident 
of the triumph of the principle for which 
he stands. All great advance movements 
in civilization, the religious reformations, 
the anti-slavery agitations, the struggle for 
liberty and independence, have been led to 
a successful issue by men who were guided 
1 by a deep moral purpose, nn unshaken con- 
viction of the right of their cause. The 
single tax movement is thus distinctly 
moral and it is a question of the Inaliena- 
ble r-glils of man that wo press upon the 
attention of our fellow eiti/.ens. Wo assert 
that the Providential supply of nature’s 
resources sufficient to meet tho need of all 
God's ohildren is in evidence of a Divine 
ordering w hich no man and no authority 
may defeat without infringing upon the 
rights of man. Hy land, we mean all 
natural resources, and wind are these hut 
I he channels through which the Divine 
beneficence ministers to the needs of hu- 
manity, and this we must remember is a 
constant, a perennial ministry. The gifts 
of heaven were not made hi the beginning 
and once for all, to be appropriated by 
some to the exclusion of others, at a time 
and under circumstances which ure far re- 
moved so that the wrong doer can no long- 
er he identified and the original Injustice 
cannot be rectified. No— the gifts of God 
like tho manna of old come with euoh day’s 
need. Tho earth would be barren and un- 
fruitful today were it not for the presence 
of that inscrutable factor wo call life, 
which in bud and blade and the ripened 
ear manifests the presence and reveal the 
thoughttul and beneficent purpose of the 
Father of us all. That these things evi- 
dence a Providential purpose to feed and 
clothe uud make comfortable not a part, 
but all the two million little ones that open 
their wondering far-seeing eyes In tho 
homes of America each year, no one can 
question, and when by tho monopoly of 
these pnruoseful gifts a large proportion of 
these little ones, and those who suffer with 
them, are left without sufficient food and 
clothing, ami comforts and opportunities 
for sell-development and growth, when 
they are unable with all their honest en- 
deavors and all their appeals to do more 
than eke out a wretched existence under 
conditions that inevitably stunt, degrade 
and debase both the physical and moral 
nature, then we say a wrong is being done 
against humanity and against heaven which 
in the name of justice and fair dealing 
ought to be righted, however firmly that 
wrong may he established by custom and 
buttressed hy legal enactments. This 
wrong wo declare our present system in- 
dicts and it is against this wrong, a wrong 
which in its baneful influence upon civili- 
zation uti-l upon the conditions of the race, 
no man can est'inatc, against this we pro- 
test. The entailment of the private own- 
ership or monopoly of land amounts to not 
simply the perpetuation of an unjust ad- 
vantage which was once acquired by rapine 
and murder, it means the endorsement ami 
upholding of an act today, which in 
another guise is immediately recognized 
and punished as a misdemeanor. Never- 
theless, the difference iu moral quality be- 
tween the taking of that which is not mine 
from the pocket of my neighbor, and the 
appropriation as my private property of 
that which is distinctly a social value, and 
which belongs to all my neighbors, the dif- 
ference iu moral quality between these two 
acts is clearly the difference between a 
crime which we all perceive, audu crime to 
which many of us, as the result of habit 
and custom and personal interest, have be- 
come lamentably obtuse. 

In purchasing land, on which we exnect 
to receive as our private emolument, not 
only the full present rental value, hut the 
prospective increase of -ociul value, we 
have (though all unconsciously perhaps) 
bought that which hy right could not he 
sold without reckoning with all the right- 
ful owners, namely, the people. We have 
iu fact secured without consulting them, 
the privilege of levying tribute upon the 
bounty of heaven ere it becomes available 
to those to whom God would give it, und 
has given it, for no other return than that 
of honest labor. If the interposition of the 
gigantic Immi of avarice between the sun 
and the enfeebled plantlets that must perish 
without its life-giving rays, between tiie 
daily beneficence of God und the children 
of men who today ure dying"! was hun- 
gered and ye gave me no meat.” If this be 
not wrong, iu heaven’s name wlint is? 
Social values cannot be turned into private 
coffers without doing violence to the eighth 
commandment, and yet the support of na- 
tional, stute, uud municipal governments 
hy direct and indirect tax upon the pro- 
ducts of labor, while the social values of 
laud are diverted, into the pockets of indi- 
vidual or corporate monopoly, effects pre- 
cisely this result, and against this wrong, 
justice and equity will not always strive iu 
vain. 

Mr. Fillebrown gave a few thoughts and 
figures mainly from Mr. Shearman’s gold 
mine of Natural Taxation as follows: 

Our conclusive objection to the present 
system of taxation is that it absolutely 
exempts property from the support of gov- 
ernment and draws taxes only from those 
who have to spend, iu proportion to their 
expenses. Because as the necessary ex- 
penses of the very poor urea hundred times 
as large in proportion to their wealth as 
the necessary expenses of the very rich, 
present taxes bear with a hundred fold 
severity upon the very poor as compared 
with tiie very rich. Averaging all classes 
of society under this system, the poor, as a 
class, invariable pay more than ten times 
their proper share of taxes, while the rich 
pay much less than one-tenth of their 
proper share. 

The problem of taxation is we contend 
the problem of the distribution of wealth. 
Wealth is produced in proportion to the 
skill and the industry of the hands and 
brains of all the world’s workers. 1* is 
distributed iu proportion to ability and iu 
proportion to special privileges. 

Unequal and unjust taxation aggravates 
these inequalities of distribution. 

This uiiequul annual division of tho 
stored up wealth of the country is indi- 
cated in the following tables taken from 
Mr. Thos. G. Seariiiun's Natural Taxation. 
The first table shows the unequal distribu- 
tion due to ability uud to special privilege 
us follows :

those who are totally indifferent to the 
subject; fourth, the active opponents. The 
first and fourth classes are constantly 
working to win the third class to their 
side. 

It is no small task which the adherents 
of woman suffrage have undertaken. One 
great obstacle with which they have to 
c intend is, that the majority of the nopu- 
lution do not realize that tho work is a 
vital reform and much tact and persever- 
ance will he necessary to rouse up the 
vital forces of our indifferent friends. 
Now, continued Mrs. Boland, we must con- 
sider ways and means to these ends. We 
must make the league meetings attractive 
to others than suffragists. This may he 
done in several ways according to the 
circumstances and position of the League. 
Short addresses followed by a general dis- 
cussion iu the interest of equal suffrage 
may be followed by ten minute talks on 
current subjects which will interest a large 
class of people. A standing committee 
should he appointed who would bring in 
news items pertaining to other leagues. 
The good will of the ministers should be 
enlisted, as their influence is felt hy a large 
circle The members who are too diffident 
to make addresses should he given some 
responsibility iu the meetings that they 
may feel they are necessary to the welfare 
of the league. 

Music or readings should form part of 
the program. 

The soc.ul hour must nntlbe overlooked, 
and light refreshments are a great addition 
at this lime as the young ladies may he in- 
vited to assist at the function. Evening 
meetings ure the best adapted to further 
the interest in the sulfiuge question, as t lie 
gentlemen ami young people will attend in 
greater numbers. The cause may be helped 
by receptions, to which may he invited as 
guests prominent citizens, speakers, teach- 
ers or others. 

Interleague visiting should be encouraged 
as a means to promote interest. An effort 
should he made to increase the registration 
of women voters. The progress of Woman 
Suffrage lias teen impeded hy the apparent 
indifference of women in regard to the 
school board. 

Letters should be sent to the local repre- 
sentative, whether he la* friendly to 
the cause or opposed. Then he cannot 
claim that ho had not been requested to 
vote iu favor of the question. 

The day will c tine when politicians will 
wish for the help of women, uud with this 
iu view no opportunity to disseminate our 
views should he lost. But it must he re- 
membered that tact and good sense must 
he exercised that harm is not done rather 
than good.

they neglect the all-important matters of 
reading, writing ami spelling. The lower 
grades, lor instance, have daily reading 
lessons; the seventh grade in the Bigelow 
school inis a half hour of reading nearly 
every day, usimr Lamb's “Tales from 
Shakespeare,” Hawthorne’s ‘•Wonder 
Book” and similar works, with which the 
most devoted adherent to old methods 
would hardly dare compare the school 
readers of 23 years ago.

Compositions begin early in the school 
course, and the pupils are guided in the 
systematic treatment of a subject by the 
giving out of topics. The study of gram- 
mar lias lost none of its old time thorough- 
ness, neither has that of arithmetic. Music 
is taught in a way to bring out the best 
powers of the pupils, as any one can see 
who will take the trouble to step In and 
listen to tho singing of any of the gram- 
mar schools under their skillful instruc- 
tion. The memory of the children is 
strengthened mid their taste for poetry en- 
couraged by tiie learning and recitation of , ^ 

the writings of our best poets. pointment will go, it is stated, to Dr. A 

I understand that teachers are allowed, I Saunders of North Cambridge at a sal 
as is the rule almost everywhere, to take ‘ 
from one to two days in a year to visit 
other schools, which is always of value to 
them in their work. The addition of cook- 
ing to tiie grammar school work would no 
doubt bo welcomed eagerly by the girls, 
and If time permits it would bo a wise 
step. Other additions must come from 
time to time, as our view of tho field of 
education widens, and the grammar schools 
must bo made to furnish the best advan- 
tages possible for those children whose 
school days end about their 14th or loth 
I year. But the intluence of the grammar 
school should be bent also toward leading 
tiie scholar to keep on to the high school, 

J even though lie is not to go to college, for 
I in the years from tlmt time until manhood 
| tiie maturing mind is in its mo<t receptive 
and appreciative state, and according as 
one pursues or abandons his chances of 
education during those years, so will his 
equipment for life’s duties be strong or 
weak. 

Criticism of tho methods of the sunerin 
tendeut of schools is often hetfrd. Of tiie 
merits of the question at issue I know 
nothing. But one thing is certain. Our 
new city charter establishes tlio principle 
of a responsible executive head in toe 
municipal government, and I see no reason 
why the same principle should not prevail 
in the school department. Divided respon- 
sibility above all things is to be avoided. 

After all, however much we may differ 
on the details of school work, the i est test 
of the system is found in its fruits. We 
seethe boys and girls of our schools today 
growing up strong and self-reliant, culti- 
vating habits of industrious study and 
gaining well- balanced and systematic char- 
acters; and the young men and women 
among our recent high school graduates 
we find pursuing their further studies with 
success or entering upon positions of trust 
and usefulness. What better can be said 
ol' any schools in tiie laud ?

THE KINDERGARTEN. 

The recent “incident'’ in the school 
board shows the necessity of fixing definite, 
ly the status of the kindergarten in our 
soho >1 system, if trouble is to be avoided. 
The present rules have no reference to it, 
and hence has arisen a good deal of trouble. 

The kingergarten, so far, is an experi- 
ment, and has only been given a tentative 
trial in oertain {districts, and possibly the 
school board are not yet ready to take 
definite action in regard to it, and so have 
not made any regulations to establish it ns 
a regular part of the school system. 

Some question the wisdom of doing this, 
and urge that as the primary schools pro- 
vide for the admission of pupils as soon as 
they are five years old, that it would not be 
wise to establish any definite regulations 
for still younger pupils. It would certainly 
be hard on the truant otlicers and police- 
men to oblige them to chase up children 
uuder that age to find out why they were 
not in school, ami to investigate every baby 
carriage they see on the street during 
school hours. 

Some travellers who have recently visited 
Germany, where the kiudergarten idea 
first started, and where it was so popular, 
say that the “fad” there is not as popular 
as it was, and thut many of the kindergar- 
tens have been given up. If this is so per- 
haps it would be just os well for the school 
board to make no change in its policy, until 
the experiment has had a longer trial.

Beacon Illli, March 16. 

The general court has found it necessary 
to postpone for another week the filing of 
all joint reports, owing to the way certain 
matter •> continue to make trouble in the 
committee rooms; ’so that double sessions 
of the house are still two weeks Off, and 
tiie probabilities of prorogation earlier 
than a year ago have disappeared. 

Through tiie active imqgiimtion and 
sense of beauty of Miss Alice S. Clement 
of Newton Centre, the indications are that 
the State House will in the near future be 
even more attractive than at presold. Miss 
Clement first thought of the improvement 
to the building in the night, if instead of 
being dark and forbidding, it could be 
lighted by incandescent lamps which 
should show the outlines of the dome to 
the distant beholder. Her friend, Private 
Secretary Perkins of the executive depart- 
ment, brought the matter to .the attention 
of the chief engineer, Mr. Legg. and that 
official said at once that it was quite prac- 
tical, and would not be very expensive. 
Then Miss Clement turned her attention to 
the fountains in front of the building, 
which for years have boon dry. She point- 
ed out that when only the Bulfinoh front 
stood there, and all the .water] must have 
come from the Boston supply, it was 
doubtless an expensive tiling to run the 
fountains; but now that there was a big 
steam plant in the building, it would be 
quite easy to put in a pump or two and give 
the public tiie benefit of the fountains. 
This matter has been taken up, uud it is 
found that for $400 the system of force 
pipes could be put in, while as the water 
can be used over und over, the expense of 
running the fountains from daylight to 
dark, from April J to Oct. 1, would not be 
more than $150. I judge from wlmt I hear 
that both suggestions will be carried out in 
tiie near future. 

Capt. Hamlin of the executive depart- 
ment is no longer executive clerk, but re- 
joices in the title of executive secretary, 
the governor signing the bill to change the 
title of his office some days ago. It makes 
no difference with the title. Capt. Hamlin 
could not be anything less than an execu- 
tive officer in any position in which he 
might be placed. Without usurping the 
functions of government, and with a line 
sense of the fact thut ho is subordinate to 
his Excellency ami tiie council, he manages 
to think so quickly as to anticipate the 
needs of tiie men he serves, and so saves a 
great deal of friction which would arise 
were tiie routine of tiie executive depart- 
ment in incompetent hands. 

There seems to be some doubt as to 
whether the question of taxing street rail- 
ways ami paving over tiie tax to cities and 
towns on the basis of the mileage of trucks 
in each will finally be considered by the 
street railway committee, the c munittee on 
taxation, or by both sitting jointly. A 
motion was originally ma le to refer this 
portion of the report of the speciul com- 
mittee on the relations of street railway 
und municipal cur| ora ions to the taxation 
committee, and it was killed. 1 have heard 
talk which ind cited that its assistance 
might yet be called for. I presume Senat »r 
Harwood, however, is ready to cry 
“enough!” without the infliction of anv 
more hard nuts to crack. 

Rev. Joshua (Joit of your city was chap- 
lain pro tem of the senute on Thursday. 1 
do not know whether Chaplain Dowse 
summons his substitutes by telegraph or 
whether the doorkeeper telephones down 
liom the Suite House to tiie Congregation- 
al building, but generally the substitute 
who appears on days when it is inconven- 
ient for the venerable chaplain to get there 
is a Newton man. 

There was quite a debate in the senute a 
day or two since on the question of reduc- 
ing the metropolitan sewerage commission 
to a body consisting of one member instead 
of three. Senator Roberts of Suffolk has 
been riding this hobby for some time, und 
lie made a very strong argument to the 
effect that the construction work of tiie 
system was pretty well done at this time, 
and that it was now possible to have the 
work carried on without loss by the work 
of one man. To tiiis it was replied by 
several of tiie senators that tiie construc- 
tion work was tar from done. The high 
level sewer for the Charles and Nepouset 
valleys was only in its preliminary stages. 
This gave the Chelsea senator a chance to 
say that large expenditures in salaries were 
being made simply for the benefit of New- 
ton uud Brookline. The senate couldn't 
see the point, and the hill was killed. 

I noticed Representative Pickard in tiie 
tribune yesterday afternoon. I judge wlmt 
he was talking about was the stable bill to 
which 1 referred last week. At all events 
the adverse report of the committee on 
cities ou the Dill was negatived, us was 
proper, and it went over for discussion at a 
later date. Mr. Pickard is so well appre- 
ciated by ills friends about tiie state house 
that lie would be sure to get a bill substi- 
tuted if lie asked it, even though it were 
defeated later. Air, Pickard was on the 
winning side in the question of license .suf- 
frage for women, which was debated on 
Friday afternoon. lie took bis favorite 
position in tiie arena and said thut when 
the women in any numbers availed them- 
selves of the privilege of voting for school 
committee, he would vote to extend tiie 
franchise further.

Cooking: in the Public Schools. 

To tho Editor of the Or \riiu 

Since the Women’s Clubs have taken up 
tiie study of Domestic Science and house- 
hold economics, there has been a steady 
revival of interest in all matters pertaining 
to home keeping and particularly in cook- 
ing. When wo consider tho importance 
of well cooked fond to the health comfort 
and Rood temper of tho family, it is a self 
evident fact that our girls should be edu- 
cated in practical knowledge for the every 
day duties of life, for making pleasant 
comfortable homes and how to make the 
most of n small income like what tiie ma- 
jority of young married men receive. 

The education of many children in our 
city Is confined to the grammar schools 
and from there they go out to bo wage ear- 
ners. Reading, writing, spelling and arith- 
metic are the four essentials; the city pro- 
vides generously for Its schools. We have 
the refined and henutiful studies in nature 
and in art, and when one sees the really 
scientific and interesting work done by the 
pupils in tiie public schools, irrespective 
of their social condition in life one marvels 
at both teachers and children. 

But what shall we do for the many chil 
dren who have no special taste and not 
sufficient training to earn their living other 
than by practical work in the shops and 
in the kitchen ? Tiie answer is here, give 
tiie boys manual training, educate the girls 
in household economy and cooking. The 
objections to this plan are, 1st, teachers 
and children are already over crowded in 
the school room, with the proscribed 
course of study, 2nd The expense of fitting 
up suitable class rooms. An answer in 
favor of this plan is as follows. That only 
the children of the 8th and 9tli grade in 
tiie grammar school shall be eligible to 
the cooking classes. 

Let tiie children who have no taste or 
ability in artistic work be fitted for the 
practical; The boys in hand training and 
tiie girls in cooking. We recognize that it 
would be too much to ask the city to lit up 
the class room and its appliances in all 
grammar schools, but to do as is proposed 
for tiie manual training, put one on the 
north side of the city and one on the south 
side. Tiie cooking school might be in con- 
tinual session live hours u day and from 
twenty to twenty-live pupils in «i class, 
about fifty per day could be instructed 
a id two hundred and fifty pupils per 
week. A basement could be fitted up in 
: one of our school houses at an expense 
oi tv.o or time bundled dollars. 

The estimate for material und other ex- 
penses, (not including the salary of tho 
teacher,) would be from one to two hun- 
dred per year, the cost of two schools 
(north and south side of the city) would 
n^t exceed $l(xx) for tho first year and 
less afterwards. No one doubts the wis- 
dom und breadth of view of our school 
committee, but they surely will not object 
to consider tho advantage it will be to girls 
who must earn their living as well as to 
girls who may huveu home to cure for.

A CALIFORNIA FEUD, 


It had lasted for tho seven years during 
which tho Gnrrys mid tho blades lmd lived 
nnd raised oranges, strawberries and rasp- 
berries on adjoining farms. Tho Garrva 
had ten acres, tho h'lndes had throo. Tho 
Garrys had boon laying by n littlo money 
each year nnd improving their property. 
Tho Slades had run behind a trille more 
each year. Their littlo sqttnro frame house 
had not been repainted or repaired sineo 
they bought it nnd their outbuildings were 
half ruinous. The Garrys could afford to 
hire Mexicans to help turn the water on 
tho trees when tho monthly irrigating day 
came. The Slades had to depend on their 
own family — mother and father, eight 
children nnd an undo who wns dying of 
consumption.

Bookkeeping has been reduced to such 
an exact scienco in the big metropolitan 
banks that the clerks nro expected to strike 
n correct balance at tho closo of each day’s 
work, no matter if tho transactions run in- 
to the millions of dollars.

born fifty years later, that lie might euter 
into and enjoy these advantages. 

It seems almost a pity that one fault or 
blemish should be mentioned. The health- 
ful influence of all tiie representatives of 
beauty ami purity on the minds of tiie 
young is not to be deprecated or ignored, 
is there not also an intiuencefor good on 
Hie minds ami habits of children, in clean 
floors and bright, clean windows? The un- 
tidy floors, ami dust streaked windows 
were conspicuous. Upou inquiry it wus 
ascertained that they had not been washed 
since the workmen left them, ami that it 
w us not the fault of tiie janitors, who hud 
ull they could attend to. The question 
urines — When so much money has been ex- 
pended to muke our high school house 
wlmt we are justly proud of— shull we not 
udd u little more and teach tiie children of 
Newton in a practical lesson that, "cleanli- 
ness is next to Godliness?” 


IN THE WINDPIPE. 

Wlmt Yon Should l>o If n Foreign Body 
Enters There. 

A most alarming accident, and one 
which is often as serious as it looks, is the 
sucking into the windpipe of a morsel of 
food or some other substance. This is not, | 
n very raro accident, especially with chil- 
dren, whoso hold all, after the pockets arc 
crammed, is usually the mouth. 

The articles which have Knin drawn into 
the larynx through the Midden tnking of 
n deep breath arc of the most varied char- 
acter, such as jackstones, nuts, marbles, 
coins, buttons and pins, not to mention 
burs, corks, tin whistles, leeches, shawl- 
pins, hairpins, false teeth and oven n real 
tooth which slipped from the forceps just 
as It, had been extracted. Pieces of food 
arc sometimes Inhaled through hearty 
laughing or excited talking while eating 

The entrance of the foreign substance, 
even if It Is only water, causes violent 
coughing nr.d n spasmodic closing of the 
larynx, which almost amounts to suffoca- 
tion. If the body hns passed through the 
larynx Into the windpipe, or 1ms been 
thrown out, this suffocative attack passes 
off', and the sufferer nmv think his trouble 
is over. 

Sometimes it Is, If tho coughing has ex- 
pelled the intruder, but this lias fallen 
below the larynx tho condition is very 
serious. The body may bo expelled during 
another violent lit of coughing, but, often 
it can be removed only by the operation 
of opening tho windpipe, known as tra- 
cheotomy. 

Tho danger of tho accident depends 
much upon tho size and nature of tho sub- 
stance inhaled; if it is n hard, smooth and 
rounded body, such as a melon seed, a 
small marble or pebble, or the liko, there 
is n very good chance that it may bo ex- 
pelled in tho same way it entered. 

To favor this expulsion the patient 
should lie down, with tho head lower than 
tho feet, or lie may be held up for n min- 
uto or two by tho heels, in order to get tho 
assistance of the foreo of gravity. This, 
however, should only bo done if tho doctor 
is at hand to perform tracheotomy as u 
last resort, because tho foreign body limy 
become fixed in a narrow part of tho 
larynx and so cause suffocation. — Youth’s 
Companion. 


HOTEL’S MORGUE SHELF. 

Mementos of Forgetful Guests That Are 
Stowed Array Until Claimed. 

“That is what we call tho ‘morgue’ 
shelf,” said a porter at a down town hotel 
the other day as ho applied another coat 
of blacking to a pair of shoes ho was shin- 
ing and incidentally answered a question 
put to him by tho customor. “Soino of 
thoso satchels have been hero for six or 
seven years. A hotel has now and then 
guests who fail to show up in the course 
of a day or two. Tho valiso is left with us 
as a sort of security, but tho value of the 
article and contents seldom equals the bill 
due for hoard and lodging. Wuhnvo satch- 
els of all kinds and sizes. Once in awhile 
the article left behind has some value, but 
then it is usually discovered that tho party 
interested has been stopping at the hotel 
for somo time and put tiie proprietor off 
with exouses.

Weight counts for much, you 
know, and bricks make a splendid substi- 
tute for wearing apparel so long as it is 
heaviness that is required. Tho ‘morgue’ 
shelf fills a mission, I suppose.”

CITY GOVERNMENT. 


BI-WEEKLY SESSION OF THE HO AIM) OF J 
ALDEHMEX HELD MONDAY KVKNING — 
QUESTION OF FIXING SALAHIK8 FINAL- | 
LY SETTLED— SNOW ORDINANCE ALSO ; 
DISPOSED OF — MANY MINOR PETITIONS, 
COMMITTEE REPORTS AND SEVERAL • 
ORDERS. 

For almost three hours Monday evening, 
the board of aldermen were in regular ses- j 
slon, and during that time were settled 
those two ordinances which have probably J 
been the cause of more discussion than any 
other matter that has come -before the city 
fathers this year. 

The result is a victory for the mayor as j 
lie now lias the right to fix all salaries, un- 
less otherwise ordered by the loard of al- | 
dermen. Much of the argument presented i 
against the amendment was substantially 
that which has been heard at previous 
meetings. The chief support of the other 
side was not found so much in orutory as 
in the number of votes. The mayor’s 
friends carried their point 12 yeas to 7 
nays. 

In regard to the snow ordinance, matters 
are now just the same as when the subject 
w as at first taken up. Wards One, Two, 
und Seven are still allowed the privilege of 
removing the snow from their sidewalks, 
while the residents of the other sections 
must be satisfied with the work of the city 
ploughs, unless abuttors have enough pub- 
lic spirit to do the work thoroughly. 

HEARINGS. 

Just at 8 o’clock. President White called 
the board to order, and a hearing was 
opened on the petition for widening Cen- 
tral street, Auburmlale. 

Mr. Smith, a resident of one c truer, was 
anxiousto confer with the committee before 
filial action was taken, to see if the pro- 
posed lines could not be changed. From 
tlie present plans lie would be deprived of 
more land than lie wished. 

Mr. I^uicaster, owner of the land on 
Hancock street, desired to see the plans. 

The hearing was then closed. 

Hearings were opened on the following 
matters, und us no one appeared were im- 
mediately closed: For taking land for a 
newer in Clark road; for taking land for a 
sewer in Jerome avenue; for changing the 
location of street railway tracks on Wash- 
ington street in front of the hook and lad 
der house at Newtonville; on the petition 
of the Newton & Boston Street Railway 
Company for location of a double track on 
Walnut street, between Homer and Mills 
streets: and of the Ncwtonville & Water- 
town Street Railway Company for right to 
place u turnout on Walnut street, near the 
corner of Watertown street. 

MAYOR’S APPOINTMENTS. 

Alfred 1 Inane was appointed weigher of 
coal, a ml l'eter A. MoViekar an overseer 
of the poor for Ward Four to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Nathan Moss- 
uian. 

The list of jurors was also presented. 
All tlmse matters were approved by the 
board.

Thu Newton hospital trustees asked that 
a portion of the hospital building b»* con- 
nected with the sewer. Sewer committee. 

A petition was also received from resi- 
dents of Kliot avenue asking for a sewer in 
i nit thoroughfare. 

M. <>. Rice and others asked for a cou- 
rt ete sidewalk on < 'untie street. Referred 
I • the highway committee. 

Similar requests were received from resi- 
dents of Beacon street and Langley roads. 

H. iL Emerson und others asked that 
shade trees lx* placed oil tile sooth side of 
Washington street boulevard. Referred. 

Ii. B. Stoddard notified the board of his 
claim for damages on account of injuries 
received in an accident, caused by an 
alleged defect in the highway on Washing- 
ton street- Referred to tiie claims commit- 

t'hurlesbank road residents asked that 
that street be widened at the junction of 
Washington street to the width of 60 feet. 
Highway committee. 

I). Dewey and others asked that the con- 
crete sidewalk on Saigeut street, be re- 
paired. Highway committee. 

A petition wus received asking that Al- 
bion street be laid out, graded ami accept- 
ed. inferred to the highway committee. 

(Mi Alderman Rally’s motion I lie peti- 
tion of the Newton Street Bail way coin - 
puny asking for a location in Lexington 
street was taken from the table, uud a 
he, n iug on tie- matter ordered foi tpi i 
-till. On u petition for w idening Lexington 
stieet, which will be considered in the 
same connection, a hearing wus ordered 
tor the same time und pluce. 

A petition presented by Alderman Ches- 
ley asking ttiat permission he granted to 
remove a building from Floral uvemie to 
Boylstou street, was referred, subject to 
the approval of the inspector of buildiugs. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

The sewer committee recommended that 
the petitions of (L N. B. Flanders for a 
sewer in Langley road, and of A. Cheney 
for a sewer in Warwick road be granted. 

The license committee recommended in 
favor of appointing K. I). Tucker, a consta- 
ble, und allowing II. II. Tilton & Co. per- 
mission to store and manufacture fireworks 
on Stamford street, Auburmlale. By sub- 
sequent action botli of these petitions were 
granted. 

Forknall and others, who asked for a po- 
lice signal box on California street, were 
granted leave to withdraw. 

The committee on the journal reported 
having read the records of the last meeting, 
recommended that they be approved. 

Q. A. Bender was granted a license to 
maintain a combination pool and billard 
table; (i. N. B. Sherman to sell gunpowder, 
and Daminao Brothers were granted leave 
to withdraw. 

The fire committee had three important 
reports which were presented hy Alderman 
Van Tassell, chairman of that body. 

The matter of locating a' tire apparatus at 
Chestnut Hill was referred to the public 
property committee with a view of jirepar- 
ing proper <|uurters. 

On the petition of Seaver and others for 
fire apparatus at Wuhan, the committee 
felt that at present ail apparatus could not 
be located there, but as it would probably 
be necessary in tiie future the public 
property committee was instructed to re- 
tain laud for th is purpose. 

The public property committee wus also 
instructed to make repairs to tiie flooring 
in hose houses r>, (*, and 7, and also to con- 
nect these buildings with tiie sewer. 

Tiie street light committee recommended 
that street lights be located as follows: 
Gas lump on River street, incandescent 
on Staniford street, ao incandescents on 
Beacon, and one gas lamp on River street. 
Orders wore later adopted authorizing the 
street commissioner to place these lights. 

As the same committee reported favor- 
ably, tiie street commissioner was author- 
ized to locate lights on Rock ledge road, 
Woodcliff road and Park avenue. 

Tiie telephone company's requests for 
right to use poles on various streets were 
reported upon favorably und granted. 

On the highway committees recommenda- 
tion it was voted to have oonstraet'ons as 
follows: Concrete sidewalk on Chanuing 
street, concrete gutters on Wayerley 
avenue, and gravel sidewalks on Cottage 
street. Also for improvements to the side- 
walk-* and roadways on Beacon, Irvington 
ami Chestnut streets, und gutters on Ward 
street und Langley road. 

Tne street commissioner was authorized 
to prepare for tiie watering of streets on 
the highway committee’s recommendation. 

On the petitions for repairs and sidewalks 
on Chestnut street, Floral avenue, Pem- 
broke street, and Belmont street, tiie com 
mittee reported favorably, uud tiie work 
was ordered to be done. 

W. H. Holton, who asked for an indem- 
nity on account of land damages, on ac- 
count of taking a portion of his land on 
Webster street, was granted leave to with- 
draw. 

Tiie highway coin mittee also reported 
favoring the appropriation of money lor the 
settlement of claims. 

This committee ulso favored repairs to 
Woodward street. 

THOSE TWO ORDINANCES. 

At this point Alderman Knowlton moved 
i that the ordinance relating to the removul 
i of snow be taken up. 

i Alderman Ivy, at whose objection it was 
laid over from the lust meeting, presented 
an amendment to the original copy, which 
' provided for tiie insertion of tliu word 
I ’’three.” This would make it read, Wards 
1,2, J, and 7. lie did not say anything in 
I favor of the proposition. 

Alderman Whittlesev characterized it us 
impartial uud unfair. It was not right, in 
his opinion, to force it upon others when 
all had the opportunity to be exempt, lie 
would vote against it. 

Alderman Hunt said lie objected on the 
same grounds. lie did not believe tliut 
Ward Three residents desired that their 
ward should be included. 

No further discussion was brought out, 
and a standing vote was taken on the ques- 
tiou of accepting Alderman's Ivy’s auieud- 
inent. Only Aldermen ivy uud Bristol! 
voted in its favor. 

| The next vote came on its passage for en- 
: rollment. T his wus carried bv a vote of 
j 20 to 1, Alderman ivy being the only one 
voting against its adoption. 

! Alderman Knowlton then presented the 
salary ordinance. As favored by him the 
salaries of city officials shall be made by 
1 the board of officers making the appoint- 
ment, subject to t lie mayor’s approval, uu- 
I less otherwise ordered by the board of al- 
I dermen. 

i Alderman Ivy wanted further cousidera- 
: tiou of the matter deferred to next meet- 
I iug, and quoted the llth section of tiie new 
1 eitv charter as his authority. 

I The chunmun ruled tliut lie could not 
. consider this objection, lie then read u 
| letter from the city solicitor, w hose opinion 
lie hud asked ou the matter. 

I Alderman ivy look exceptions to the 
opinion of the ulmirmau. He read the sec- 
tion from the charier governing tiie matter 
1 und gave his idea us to tiie right of one 
member deferring further consideration of 
| a subject. 

i President White wus linn in his decision, 

I uud Alderman ivy appealed. 

A vote wus taken, uud his uppeal was 
I sustained. 

; Further consideration was then laid over, 
j Alderman Whittlesey said that lie uudur- 
! stood the city to be at no little expense ou 
account of having the city ordinances in 
i type, uud he desired to know if they could 
not be printed without this particular or- 
i dUiauce. 

| Alderman Nagle said he should feel 
I obliged to vote against this. 

Alderman Dana wus also opposed. He 
I thought that when tiie ordinances were to 
| be published they should be quite col reel. 

I lie was sorry the matter of tiie salary ordi- 
; nance hud been delayed, und failed to see 
{ what could be gained by it. lie thought it 
i foolish to block tiie passage of tiie ordi- 
nances, and begin to undo what has already 
I been doue. 

Alderman Buily suid tiie only apparent 


way out of the difficulty was to hold a 
' .special meeting of the board, and puss tin* 
ordinance. The majority of tho board 
favored it, and ho thought a special meet- 1 
( ing would settle the matter. 

Alderman Ivy asserted that his objections 
were not trivial. From an examination of 
the charter lie thought tiie ordinance wrong 
in principle and in violation of the charter. 
With the board's consent lie would with- 
draw- hia objection. Ho imped the board 
had considered w hat it was to pass upon. 
If they were fully decided to act he was 
w illing they should have supreme liberty 
as far as lie was concerned. Me then sug- 
I gested that perhaps the Ward Six alderman 
! carried a majority of tiie hoard about in Ins 
I pocket. 

Alderman Dana moved that Alderman 
ivy be allowed to withdraw his objection, 
i and added that he personally wished to 
tlmnk him. (Laughter.) 

Alderman Bally— 1 havo a good many 
pockets, but not enough to carry around 
with mu a majority of this board. (Laugh- 
ter.! 

Alderman Whittlesey objected to tiie 
passing or tiie ordinance for enrollment, 
lie presented the distinction between the 
legislative and executive departments of 
the city, and pointed out their functions. 
He thought tho making of salaries like that 
of tiie budget of aninml appropriations 
part of tiie aldermen's duty. 

Alderman Lowell briefly stated his posi- 
tion. In his opinion tiie ordinance was in 
direot violation of tiie charter He would 
vote against its passage for enrollment. 

Alderman Ivy was emnlmtiu in his 
opinion as to the ordinance being in direct 
violation of the intention of tiie framers of 
the charter, lie went on to define tho 
duties of the legislative and executive pow- 
ers of the city. 

Alderman Dana favored tho ordinance. 
The best people to Judge ns to tiie salaries 
were those more conversant with the daily 
work of the departments. The board of 
aldermen have the power to regulate tho 
salaries by first considering the appropria- 
tion. They could refuse to make salaries 
other than what were proper by holding 
back on the appropriation. lie cited tiie 
recent appropriation of fifty million by 
cmigress as an example, say mg that they 
might have regulated tiie expenditures of 
moneys on ditTerent material. Tho chief 
executive however had full charge. The 
mutter of salaries in Newton could he as 
well governed on tiie same principle. A 
vote was taken, and tiie ordinance was 
passed to be enrolled, there being 7 nays 
against 1*2 yeas. 

OTUEIt ORDERS. 

$2,000 was appropriated for repairing and 
reconstructing Woodward street. 

$:too for settlement of claims by tho 
mayor. 

Establishing the cost to abuttors of wat- 
ering tiie streets at o..eaud one-half cents 
a foot. 

The next order presented was one au- 
thorizing tho widening of Central street, 
Auburiulule, from Hancock street south- 
easterly. 

Alderman Potter thought tiie work 
should be done under the betterment act. 
The abettors according to tiie order would 
get paid for benefits that would accrue. 
Me thought, the city should lie paid for any 
improvement that was made to an ubuttor’s 
land. 

A vote was taken and tiie order adopted* 
there being 2 nays against 12 yeas. 

The water commissioner was authorized 
to lay water pipe on the following streets, 
at the cost of $1533: Albion, Hartford, 
Fuller, und Melrose streets, and Common- 
wealth avenue. 

Au order authorizing the numbering of 
houses on Low-ell, (formerly Appleton 
street,) was adopted. 

Hearings were ordered for April 4th, on 
the matter of taking land for sewers in 
Warwick and Clark roads, Jerome avenue, 
Langley road, and Waltham street. 

The street commissioner was authorized 
to place street lights in certain thorough- 
fares. and the telephone company grunted 
locations in Derby, Hancock, and Union 
streets, ami Grant avenue. 

Alderman Ivy presented an order at this 
point which provided for a special appro- 
priation of 514,000, that the public property 
committee may purchase tiie old National 
bank building ut Newton for use us u police 
station. The bunk people, Alderman Ivy 
said, were soon to dispose of the property. 
The matter hud only been before the board 
in a report of the committee, but never luid 
the merits of the case been presented for 
tiie hoard's full consideration. The people 
in tiie wards ufi'ectcd, felt that tiie police 
station was very necessary, und Hint tiie 
building ought to be purchased. lie did 
not desire to have the matter acted upon 
at tliut meeting, but wished it luid over for 
u week. 

This was done, and tiie matter will be 
brought U|> at the next meeting of tiie 
board. 

Alderman Briston presented an amended 
ordinance winch prevents any possible ae 
centauce of ull streets less tiuiii 40 feet 
wide, which have not been in use for 
twenty years. 

He wus anxious that it be referred to tiie 
committee on ordinances, but ufter a few 
remarks on the point by Aldermen Lyman 
uud Potter lie was willing it should he left 
with tiie highway committee. Tho matter 
was so referred. 

At lO.flO o'clock the board adjourned.

When there are no children und no will, 
tiie husband inherits tiie whole of his 
wife's personal properly, no matter how 
large it may be, or how many near relatives 
of the wife may be living. Under the same 
circumstances, if tiie husband's personal 
property amounts to more titan S.*>.ooo tiie 
wife does not inherit tiie whole of it unless 
the husband bus not a single relative living, 
no matter how distant,— not even a four- 
teenth cousin. Thus, if the wife’s per- 
sonal property amounted to $100,000, tiie 
husband would take it all, If Ills personal 
property amounted to tiie same sum, the 
wife would take $50,000 and the husband’s 
tourteentii cousin would tuko tho other 
$50,000. 

These unequal provisions of the law 
sometimes work great hardship. 

I knew of a case where a man married a 
rich woman, whose property was mostly in 
real estate. After u few years she died, 
leaving one daughter. Tho widower soon 
married again, uud for the last 30 years lie 
und his second wife and his second wife's 
children have been living in luxury on the 
income of his first Wife’s real estate, while 
tiie first wife’s own daughter, now a 
widow with children of her own. is strug- 
gling along in the depths of poverty, un- 
able to get the use of any part of her 
mother's property as long as her father 
lives. 

Does Mr. Rickard think women possess 
"all the rights and privileges they ought to 
have” in such u case? Perhaps he may. 
Two or three years ago, tiie chairman uud 
secretary of tiie “Massachusetts Man Suf- 
frage Association,” both of them lawyers, 
uud presumably acquainted with these 
points in the law, puolished a list of rea- 
sons why people should vote against wo- 
man suffrage. Tiie second reason they 
gave was, "Because women suffer no in- 
justice in Massachusetts." 

Again, in Massachusetts file husband 
has by law tiie sole guardianship and con- 
trol of tiie children, as long us lie and his 
wife live together. lie has tho legal right 
to separate the children from their mother 
entirely, and even to send them where she 
will never see them again. Most men are 
better than the law, and few husbands use 
tiie extreme and tynninical power that the 
law gives them ; but some do. 

A funner hud a child that was not quite 
full wilted, lie disliked the child, ami 
wanted to board it out ut the poor house. 
The mother nuturilly wanted to keej> it 
wliure it could be better cared for; but the 
law gave her no voice in the matter. She 
wus obliged to leave her husband, and to 
apply for a legal separation from him, 
which .-die did not waiit.in order to |. revent 
tiie child from being boarded out at tiie 
poor house. 

When the parents are legally separated, 
the court decides which of them slmll keep 
tiie children, and makes tiie welfare of the 
children tiie determining consideration. 
Tliut is equitable. But, unless u woman is ' 
willing to resort to the extreme measure of 
leaving her husband and applying for a 
legal separation, turn breaking up her 
lioniw entirely, tne law gives her no more 
voice in regard to her own children than in 
regard to the children of the emperor of 
China. 

I do not consider these one-sided laws as 
a proof of any particular depruvity on the 

C art of men. It the laws hud been made 
y women alone, no doubt they would bo 
just as one-sided us they are now, only in 
tiie opposite direction. AsMrs. Livermore 
says, we need to have both the masculine 
and tiie feminine point of view represent- 
ed, in order to reach a just result. 

Mr. Rickard is reported further as saying, 
"No Commonwealth in the whole United 
States of America has done more to make 
laws which should help wom-m and give 
them what they ought to have, than Massa- 
chusetts lias done.” 

it may interest Mr. Pickard to know that 
in Colorado five years of woman suffrage 
have equal i tied the laws of inheritance ana 
of gmudiausliip, which 250 years of 
women's indirect inllueiice have not fully 
eqimlitied in Massachusetts.

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THE EDUCATION CLUB. 


THE NEW EDUCATION AND SOME OF ITS 
DEMANDS. 


A very Interesting moating of the New- 
ton Educational society was held in the 
chapel of the Congregational church, New- 
tonville. Wednesday evening, March Kith. 
An Illustrated lecture was given by Dr. E. 
M. Hartwell of Histon on “The demands 
of the New KlucUlon in respect to Build- 
ings and Appliances.” The doctor said In 
part:— The adult body and mind are each 
the result of growth or development, and 
each needs education ; these are not separ- 
ate and distinct, but each rencts upon the 
other. The brain is the highest and most 
important part of the body, hence brain 
development is a part of the development 
of the body. The modern ideas of educa- 
tion have been brought about by the con- 
solidation and development of the physical 
sciences, especially of the biological 
sciences, which have led to the better de- 
velopment of the body. 

The body is a living machine, whose 
perfect working we call health, whoso per- 
turbations we call disease, and whose stop- 
ping we call death. Man is the head of the 
series of animals of today and of ail the 
series of nnimals which have ever been on 
the earth, and the last of the series of de- 
velopments which take place from the em- 
bryo to the complete individual. Some of 
the organs do not arrive at their full de- 
velopment for several years after they be- 
gin to develop. The nervous system, for 
instance, of the Infant is incomplete; he 
has the instruments, but not the power to 
use them. The nervous system at birth 
constitutes a larger proportion of the body 
than at any later period, but the difference 
in ability to use it is very great. The 
child is a great advunce over the infant and 
the adult over the child. The old theory’ 
of education imagined that animals were 
found complete in every part but in minia- 
ture, and that their develobment was a 
change from size to size, but the new edu- 
cation teaches that out of general forms 
are developed special forms. Certain 
stages give us ideas of what measures 
should be followed in education. During 
childhood, general forms of education 
should be adopted. Until the child is fully 
developed, structurally, it is neither wise 
nor proper to attempt technical education 
The child comes into the world with his 
nervous system pretty complete in all its 
parts. Probably no new cells are formed 
after the child is born. The function of 
teachers is to shape the environment that 
these cells shall have a fair chance. Every 
problem of education is a problem in do 
velopnient. One of the first facts in devel- 
opment is that of sex. By the measure- 
ments of 22,000 children in the Boston 
public schools, Dr. Bowditch found that 
girls develop faster than boys, and arrive 
at their full development sooner. Girls 
are heavier and taller for two or three 
years than boys of the same age and 
reach their highest growth at 12 or 13 
years ;boys one or two years later. Hence 
at 12 or 13 years old, girls are better pupils 
and can do more work than boys. Dr. 
Hartwell found there were three times as 
many cases of stammering among boys in 
Boston schools, as among girls, showing 
that the nervous strain was greater, uud 
that the boys were overworked to keep up 
with the girls. Girls, however, finish 
then growth earlier thin boys, and 
at the end of their growth are not so 
strong. Overwork in schools in America 
has not progressed so far us in other coun- 
tries, because us a rule teachers are not so 
skilful in getting results out of resistant 
boys and girls. 

All the things we accomplish are done 
by muscular contractions through the 
nerves at the ends of which the muscles 
arc situated. The Doctor showed by dia- 
grams how the nerves and muscles of a 
frog’s leg could be used for experiment. 
If the artery which supplies them be tied, 
so there can be no fresh blood supplied, 
the muscles son n cease to act; if the vein 
by which the blood is carried away from 
the muscle be tied, so that the poisonous 
products cannot be eliminated, it also soon 
ceases to work. The muscles must also he 
supplied with material to replace the 
waste, and also must be allowed to rest. 
Hence, to do their best work, the muscles 
must be regularly supplied with food, oxy- 
gen, drainage, exercise and rest; having 
these in due proportion they go on working 
without injury. The conditions of health 
for the muscles are the same everywhere, 
and for all classes; for school children, 
adults, grown people uud for an army. 
Hence, if work is to goon, the conditions 
of health must be complied with, if oxygen 
is deficient, as iu many of our school-moms, 
the children cannot do so good work, if 
they are not wtdl nourished by their food, 
as is too often the case iu many homes they 
do not give the desired res ills and do u it 
retain health. For the best work, all the 
conditions must he favorable for the de- 
velopment of children under education 
These are the general demands that the 
New Education makes on educators. 

More than half the school children iu 
Massachusetts between the ages of r, and 
]. r » years are in city schools. We think 
lhiHt*m takes excellent care for the health- 
ful surroundings of its school children, 
but it has not much to boast ol The death 
rate omong children of this age iu London 
Ik 2 9-10 per 1000; in Berlin 4 !• 10, uud in 
Boston (Ml 10. in infectious diseases, ac- 
cording to the population Loudon should 
have ten times as many deaths as Boston, 
but there are less than live times as many. 
In zymotic diseases, diphtheria, etc., Bos- 
ton does not make a favorable showing. 

School hygiene is not placed among the 
arts and sciences iu this country. There 
is no school devoted to this subject, no 
text books, nor any place where school 
hygienics are taught. In this country wo 
huve been using country tools to solve the 
municipal problem which have been forced 
upon us. In the arrangements of school 
buildings, light should come in over the 
left shoulder of the pupils. Dr. McAllister 
lias found in Philadelphia schools that one 
sixth of the pupils were seated facing the 
light. The most modern school houses are 
usually lighted on one side only of each 
room. 

Dr. Hartwell then showed many views 
of the schools recently built in Englund, 
France uud Germany, explaining the prin- 
cipal features of each, and called attention 
to Hie great pains tuken to secure abun- 
dant space and light. Beginning with the 
typical country school-house of Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut of many years ago, 
he then showed u plan of the Quincy 
school of Boston, built ubout 184.s, uud for 
many years u popular typo. There are 
four class rooms on each Hour, with a cor- 
ridor through the middle of the building 
and staii sat either end. This, the lecturer 
said, is u crowded iilun. Then were shown 
the ideal pluus of Dr. Alcott (about ih:w>; 
of Geo. B. Emerson, (the grounds uruuud 
this building wore luid out with walks, 
trees uud guldens, etc.) und a pluu designed 
by the Chief of State police ut Boston, 
which was exhibited ut the World’s Fair. 
The building just decided upon for a High 
school for liOO pupils in East Boston covers 
pructicttlly the whole iot uud costs about 
$>220,000. A double sclioolhouse ut Mann- 
heim, Germany, was then shown, which 
cost ubout the saute amount but is for 2uoo 
pupils instead of boo. Here there is plenty 
of light uml room. This school is built 
around a court. Boys uie on one side ut 
the building and girls ou the other- The 
rooms ui e about 7 1-2 metres by 9 metres iu 
size. The suuiluries me In separate build- 
ings tus is usuui in Get many • uud at some 
distunce from the school building. A Ber- 
lin clussicul aud selentilio school was next 
shown which with the gtounds occupies 


I fourteen acres. Other schools were shown 
and attention called to the ample spine 
given tip to laboratories and gymnasia. (In 
the plans accepted for the Hast Boston 
High school, no mention Is made of a lab- 
oratory anywhere in the building, though 
perhaps it may be Intended to provide 
some. ; In the modern schools In Europe, 
generous provision Is made for playgrounds, 
and In some cases besides the open Play- 
grounds. covered spaces are provided, to 
be used in stormy weather.* Teachers are 
furnished for the playgrounds, who sttner- 
vi so the recreation of the children. Exer- 
cise in the open air (iu the form of health- 
ful games etc.) is insisted on, and children 
must go out at recess, aud if lunch is 
brought, it must hi* eaten out of doors, if 
the weather is at all suitable. 

In the Inst few years, there has been a 
movement in Europe to provide school gar- 
dens. Sweden has done must in this direo 
tlon and 2000 of these are now established 
in that country. Austria and Switzerland 
come next. In some typical examples 
shown experimental Helds are provided for 
the girls und the grounds grow vegetables, 
fruits, wild trees, etc., besides all sorts of 
plants Many thousand plants are given 
a way to the school children each year In 
Berlin. In one French school shown, boys 
and girls corresponding to our grammar, 
primary and kindergarten departments, 
are provided for on one site. In the main 
building a corridor with windows extends 
along one side, the school rooms open out 
of this and have light from the other side. 

The Kathrine School iu Stockholm which 
was next thrown upon the screen) is built 
for 2100 pupils on the Tambour system. 
The building is long and comparatively 
narrow, and the anterooms are used for 
cloak rooms. There are three principal 
enti ances. one at each .end aud one in the 
middle. In another Stockholm school, the 
gymnasium is in a separate building; the 
rooms are about 8 1-2 metres square, in- 
stead of oblong, as in many others. 

in a Finnish school, built about 188.*», 
Sloyd is taught the boys iu wood work; 
the girls have sowing, (machines are also 
used) the distaff, the loom, and laundry 
work. 

Ah English school in Leeds, next con- 
sidered, is for the higher grade pupils as 
well as others, for in this building all de- 
partments from the “infant” (as they are 
called there, corresponding to our kinder- 
garten) to the High school grade are under 
our management. The building is live 
stories high: the handsome balustrade 
around the walls encloses a playground, 
extending over the whole top of the build- 
ing, space for this probably not being easily 
procurable in this vicinity. 

Christ church school iu London, for (ion 
boys, shows an ideal plan of separate 
buildings with grounds ami shade trees 
about each. 

The Cadet school in Berlin is a generous 
treatment of the court plan. In the Field- 
marshal’s hall in this school, in a glass case 
is a single article that attracts more atten- 
tion than any other. It is the sword of 
Napoleon, used on the Held of Waterloo. 

Illustrating Technical schools one in 
Manchester, England, is for instruction in 
trades, etc., for boys after they have left 
school; another in London which was 
shown is for the same purpose. We are 
talking about technical schools and night 
classes in this country, but these exist for 
literary purposes. Workmen cannot get iu 
them, technical instruction in the particu- 
lar trade or work they are engaged in. Iu 
England about one million dollars annual- 
13’ are spent for technical schools. At 
Chnrlotteuburg. near Berlin, is a large 
technical school. Tills is to bridge over 
the gao between the “Folks Schule" (cor- 
responding to our high or grammar school) 
and the “work shop.” Each master crafts- 
man is obliged by law to give his appren- 
tices time to attend the technical schools 
aud Sunday school (which is there a liter 
ary school and not one for religious wor- 
ship.) , 

Germany provides specimens of the best 
work that can be done for models for the 
technical schools. Baths have been intro- 
duced in the schools in 4<> or .'><> cities ou the 
continent, even where there are costly 
public baths. Shower baths are better 
adapted for the purpose, if provided with 
two or three times as many dressing 
rooms as bath rooms. The temperature 
and supply of water, force and direction 
of the shower, etc., being under the con- 
trol of the bather or of an attendant. By 
such an arragemont it has tieen found pos- 
sible to bathe in barracks as many as .300 
soldiers iu an hour. 

The paper was followed by a discussion 
in which Bev. Mr. McDaniel. Mr. Geo. A. 
Walton, Mrs. I). ('. Heath. Mr. J.T. Lang- 
ford, and others took part. The lecturer 
said in answer to questions that he did not 
think baths were generally as much need- 
ed in our High schools us iu Germany, 
though there are districts in Boston where 
not ten per cent of the rented houses huve 
bath tubs, and statistics of American 
cities show that not more than one fourth 
ol t'l * houses have them Baths have been 
iutr fducttd into the Ban I Bevere school in 
Boston. It is found lh.it tile children do 
better work where baths are provided. 

The place best furnished with modern ap- 
pliances, and where they are in ist 
thoroughly used, is at the Elmira Belur- 
matorv. Boston is ahead of most Ameri- 
can cities iu this respect, but behind many 
European cities. I u many places iu Ger- 
many, children are cared for at the schools, 
between the hour when school closes uud 
the time when their parents return fiom 
work. They have manual training of some 
kind, play under supervision, etc. 

Dr. Hartwell does not believe school 
buildings should be more than three stories 
high. They should liuvo plenty of room, 
both inside uud out, good light, uud be lo- 
cuDd away from much noise. 

Physical training can never be relegate 1 
to the place it bus occupied iu the past. It 
will presently be found as necessary to fur- 
nish a building specially adapted to physi- 
cal training as much as a laboratory for the 
teaching of chemistry, lusome cases, a 
common playground can he used for two 
or more schools, but young children should 
not walk too far. In Glasgow swimming 
pools are provided for the schools, but 
know of none iu this vioinity, except in 
Brookline. 

Hours of school are longer In Europe, 
and we must spend mot e hours iu school in 
this country than we now do. Military 
training is given in the Loudon schools iu 
a mild form by military olllcers. but con- 
sists principally of turget pructice. It was 
tried it. the French schools for a lew years, 
but abandoned, bucuusc of the bud results 
from a military point of view. W hat 
mititary men want is sound well trained 
bodies und they will make soldiers of them 
in due tune. It is not ullowed in the pub- 
lic schools of Bussiu. In this country, 31 
states have compulsory military traiulng 
for all boys who do not have to go more 
than two miles. 

Bettor playgrounds will certainly come, 
in city schools these uro of more hygienic 
value t huu gardens. Iu Boston there are 
some very had playgrounds; paved with 
brick; some are covered with concrete, but 
the surface of 11104 of them is gravel.

POLITICS OUTLINED 1IY W. 8. SLOCUM, I 

JOHN IIEHHEKT, AND JOHN II. FOLIIY. | 

The monthly meeting of the Newton j 
Congregational Clnb was held Monday . 
evening in the parlors of the Central Con- ' 
gregational ol lurch, Newtonvllle. A pleas- ; 
ant social hour preceded the supper, which 
was served at six. Divine blessing was ! 
asked by Bov. E. II. Chandler of Welles- j 
ley. Following the supper prayer was 
offered hv Bev. II. .1. Patrick, 1). D. 

The evening session was called to order 
by the president, Bev. Charles II. Daniels. 
The report of the last meeting was pre- 
sented by the secretary, Mr. Kelly. The 
report of the outlook committee by Bev. 
William 11. Davis, I). I)., touched on the 
death of Miss Willard; Bev. George Muller, 
the Political Crisis and .Student Volunteer 
Convention; Bov. Mr. Southgate referred 
to the death of Mr. Mossman. 

lteports were presented by the secretary 
aud various committees, followed by 
regular routine work. Five new members 
were admitted to the organization. Bev. 
II. .1. Patrick moved that uu expression of 
the sympathy of the club bo sent to Hon. 
James F. C. llyde, because of bis late ill- 
ness, as he was the first president of the 
society and practically the founder of the 
club. 

At the close of the business exercises the 
president introduced the first speaker of 
the evening, W. S. Slocum, Esq., city solici- 
tor of Newton. His subject was, “The 
Ideal Place of the Citizen in Politics.” 
Mr. Slocum opened his remarks by defining 
the word “politics,” and continued by pre- 
senting the need of emphasizing the duty 
of the citizen rather than his rights. Ho 
spoke of the present crjsi? iu the affairs of 
the nation aud said that every tiling con- 
sistent with the honor of the country 
should he done to prevent war. 

What is, said Mr. Slocum, the primordial 
cell of the free Anglo Saxon citizen ? it is 
the township, or municipality in which lie 
lives ami does his work. A place where 
everyone, from the highest to the lowest, 
receives the same individual recognition, 
and this organism which includes ull class- 
es is the ideal place for the citizen. 

There lias been a social revolution in the 
control of municipalities. As an instance, 
take our own city. The new charter is an 
experiment. Formerly the streets, the 
sewers and the maintenance of order were 
the important features of the government. 
The new administration goes beyond that. 
It. su3 r s that the saloons shall be abolished, 
the haunts of vice shall be rooted out, the 
grog shops shall be closed, the poor shall 
be housed, there shall he public baths, 
gymnasiums, play grounds, corporations 
und trusts shull not enrich themselves at 
the expense of the community, and that 
every American citizen shall enjoy ull 
rights and privileges from the highest to 
the lowest. 

it was said recently by a western writer 
that socialism destroyed the family. From 
the statistical reports from many of our 
factory towns it would seem us if little 
more could be done to destroy the fumil3’ 
than has already been done by the corpora- 
tions. Now is there not much to be done 
by our citizens to do away with this evil’.’ 

'Hie ideal citizen is one who can advise 
all men from the highest olliciai in our 
country to the humblest neighbor. 

Mr. MouUjh closed witu a few words of 
praise for ex-Gov. t’lallin and thought that 
with such an example before us there was 
no need to iurlher de.-cribe the ideal 
citizen. 

John Herbert, Esq, president of the 
Boston Congregational Cum. was then in- 
troduced. His subject was “The Influence 
and Place of the Legal Fraternity iu Poli- 
ties,” 

He said that politics was a science and 
an art. The m-Iuiicm is to ascend a high 
mental mountain aud take a view ot the 
body politic, com pare the relations of peo- 
ple with each other aud decide wlmt are the 
best plans to promote the peace and pros- 
perity of the community. The art is to 
secure the nomination of the best men to 
secure such results. 

What is the present position of the 
lawyer iu our country ? It is a noticeable 
fact that the lower iu the social scum you 
go tiie fewer lawyers aie found. In the 
house of representatives auout one-seventh 
are lawyers; iu t m senate ubout one- third ; 
in congress aloit one-third, and in the 
record of the presidents three-fourths have 
been lawyers. Tins shows the place *ecu- 
pied by the lawyer und the inllueuce exert- 
ed by this body of men. 

What qualities are needed in our oHicials 
to secure the best results iu our govern- 
ment As Christian men the first requisite 
should be honesty of purpose; second, 
ability to look over* all phases (if tile ques- 
tions, weigh the different truths und come 
to a wise decision ; third, men who would 
make best laws. 

The education and experience of the 
lawyer makes him the best fitted to look ou 
all sides of a question and to balance ull 
phases to obtain the best final results. To 
make good laws there must he u knowledge 
of existing laws, of human nature aud 
what would he the best adapted to the peo- 
ple practically. 

John II. Colby, Esq., secretary of the 
Boston Congregational Club, uni late alder- 
man of Boston, was presented, lie said, 
those who take an active interest uud active 
part in politics must realize the unsatisfac- 
tory results in our large cities. 

The element ot selfishness is one of the 
causes for the trouble. It is not all selfish- 
ness on the part of the politician lint on 
the part of the citizen. Man’s selfish in- 
terest is at stake aud he considers that the 
end justifies the means used. It is the 
business men who bring this dishonest in- 
llucncB to hear, and the people ure respon- 
sible for this to a large degree. There is 
too much partisanship. A corporation 
should be run on business principles, aud 
if the people would tuke the right uttitude 
and elect good business men to run the 
business of the city there would be differ- 
ent results. A board of good business men 
could conduct the business for ubout (Hi 2 3 
per cent, of the present outlay. There 
would be no recognition of party service. 
There would tie no appointments made of 
men who know nothing of the functions of 
the office. 

The young men should Interest them- 
selves and make themselves good citizens j 
for the sake of tiie obligations which rests 
upon them. 

The poor man who enteis politics takes 
many uhuuces, as opportunities are often 
presented to make money easily. Politics , 
offer great temptations uml men should not 
enter the field unless strong iu mind to re- 
sist all alluring otters. Nevertheless the 1 
responsibility rests on the people. It is 
their duty to sustain uud encourage the I 
politicians to uphold the honor of the com- j 
inunity. 

Short remarks were made by Dr. l*elou- j 
bet uud Dr. Patrick. The closing prayer I 
was offered by Bev. George S. Cute.

THE GAS INVESTIGATION. 

The gas investigation in Poston lias taken 
on a new phase by the appearance of the 
gas e minilssioners before the legislative 
uo n.nittee on manufactures, where Gen. 
Morris Schalf treated the manipulation of 
the Boston gas companies with a frankness 
rarely shown by a state official. As the 
general is a very conservative man, his re- 
marks will have the greater effect, ami it 
hardly seems possible that the friends of 
the gas financiers in and out of the legisla- 
ture can succeed In defeating any investi- 
gation. Gen. Schaff well said in closing: 

"Gentlemen, this situation has at last 
grown menacing to the fair credit of Massa- 
chusetts. It won’t do to shut your eyes to 
it. There underlies a principle which is 
older than charters, and that is the princi- 
ple of honesty and fair dealing." 

Yesterday, the House aimed another 
heavy blow against the gas ring. The 
house committee on rules reported unani- 
mously in favor of admitting two several 
bills, one for revoking and annulling the 
charter of the Boston gaslight company, 
and another for exactly the same purpose 
regarding the Massachusetts pipe-line com- 
pany. These bills have been before the 
committee for several weeks. They are 
written in the same hand, apparently, and 
were introduced by two different Boston 
members. A report became current at first 
that Mr. McCarthy of Boston dissented, 
but the papers dill not show any dissenter, 
ami Mr. McCarthy said personally that he 
did not dissent.

During tiie past two weeks, successful 
efforts had been made to Improve Mr. II ib- 
bard’s general condition so that lie might 
better stand the operation, and to limit tiie 
inflammation to the original seat of Injury 
in order to save us much of the leg as pos- 
sible. Considering that Mr. Hibbard has 
been in poor health fora long time, his 
physicians say that he has rallied as well 
as could be expected, and his recovery now 
seems very promising. 

The amputation was performed by Dr. 
Packard of Boston, assisted by Dr. Both- 
feld. the attending physician, and Dr. May 
of Newton Centre.

• Spocl.il Legislative Correspondence.) 

Beacon Hill, March 23. 

The Legislature is now getting ready to 
change its methods to meet new conditions. 
The hearings on the various matters have 
kept the members busy as a t itle mornings, 
and they have devoted the afternoons to 
the sessions of tiie two branches. Here- 
after all tiie hearings will be of consider- 
able importance, but there will Ho com- 
paratively few of them, so that the house 
may bo expected to sit mornings very soon, 
while those committees whioh still have 
hearings on hand will he permitted to sit 
during tiie sessions. It is an unsatisfac- 
tory way t>f doing things, but there seems 
to be no oilier way to get rid of such sub- 
jects as those which have vexed the 
righteous soul of Chairman Harwood of 
tiie committee on taxation but to sit, sit, 
sit I until tiie eloquence of tiie taxation 
specialists have been exhausted. 

The senate engrossed the Newton bill pro- 
viding for public parks and squares, on Mon- 
day. This bill is simply a formal matter, 
though the fact that tiie authority of the 
board of aldermen to pass on these ques- 
tions was omitted from the charter passed 
last year, made it very necessary. 

The railroad commission, of which Geo. 
W. Bishop of Newtonville is a member, 
lias been before the committee on railroads 
within a few days on a rather peculiar 
mission. It Its annual report tiie board 
recommended that the New England rail- 
road be leased to tiie New York, Now 
Haven and Hartford road. So they went 
before Senator Harwood’s committee to ex- 
plain the matter. The point seems to be 
that in its capacity as a railroad commis- 
sion tiie board comes into possession of the 
list of stockholders of tiie various roads, 
which are not held for the benefit of the 
general public, but which arc of course ac- 
cessible to any one of the stockholders 
themselves. In this way it was able to 
learn that tiie stock of tiie New England 
road was in the control of tiie New Haven 
people, and therefore felt it for the public 
Interest that it should lease it under proper 
terms. The hearing was peculiar in that 
while the bill was advocated by tiie com- 
mission, there was no representative of 
either of the interested roads present to 
either advocate or oppose it. It is under- 
stood that a hearing will come later at 
which they will lie present, though none 
seems to be advertised at present. 

Another point which Hie commissioners 
advocate is tiie change of the name of tiie 
Consolidated system so us to bear a name a 
little more appropriate to a great New Eng- 
land an 1 Boston t oad than the "New York, 
New Haven and Hurtford." How this is 
to be brought about they do not say, but I 
suppli.se tiie legislature bus the power to 
give it a name und enforce the use of it by 
penalty if the road is not willing to listen 
to a mild suggestion and adopt it. The 
great power of tiie railroad commission is a 
continual matter of comment. It was 
shown very strongly when it refused to ap- 
prove the lease of tiie West End road last 
lull, and every now and then it crops out. 
A-iurulethe power is exercised carefully 
and always with an eye to the public inter- 
est. 

One of tiie remarkable, though almost 
unnoticed things which tiie railroad com 
mission lias recently done, was to author- 
ize one of the Newton street railway sys- 
tems to cross Hie border and connect with 
the Boston street railway in Allston. Fur 
quite a number of years tiie West End lias 
been rather jealous of any other road own- 
ing any truck in Boston. Tiie great Lynn 
nod Boston system does not own a foot in 
tiie city, but runs all its cars over the West 
End tracks from Chelsea square. When a 
line is permitted to cross tiie boundary and 
coma in, therefore, it is a matter worth 
noting, even though it merely may mean 
the ultimate absorption of tiie suburban 
road, or may merely mean a connection us 
a matter ot convenience to tiie public. 

But great as tiie power of tiie railroad 
commission is, it is well understood that it 
does not compare with that of tiie gas und 
electric light commission, which, however, 
complains and probably truthfully, that it 
is totally inadequate to cope with tiie linan- 
ciul finesse of tiie men who are operating 
in gas in Boston. Yesterday tiie commis- 
sion appeared before tiie committee on 
manufactures to discuss its recommenda- 
tions in its annual report. It is a very 
noteworthy thing tlmt the board should be 
so earnest in its belief tlmt tiie only way to 
secure conviction enough in the average 
legislative breast to assure the passage of 
needed legislation is through an investiga- 
tion. This has been partially refused, by 
Hie failure of tiie senate to agree to an in 
quiry by a special committee. The problem 
since lias been whether Hie house should 
go ahead and vote u committee of its own 
to investigate; whether there should he no 
inquiry except such as the committee on 
manufactures may decide is desirable; or 
whether there shall lie a joint inquiry by 
three members of the house and the gas 
commission. At tiie hour of writing all 
these problems remained unanswered. 

Mr. Pickard may have views of tiie ques- 
tion of what is the proper form of govern- 
ment for tiie cityaf Boston, but it is quite 
evident that they are not shared by the 
Boston delegation to any considerable ex- 
tent. The committee on metropolitan 
affairs and election laws, sitting jointly 
tempted to report u Dill, to whioh Mr. Pick- 
ard agreed, to provide for tiie election of 
live aldermen at large and 12 by districts, 
but frequent conferences between tin* mem- 
bers from Boston Itave shown that nearly 
every member has a view of Iris own, and 
that they are as varied as the possibilities 
of the case could make them. Tiie indica- 
tions ure that the law will remain about as 
it is when the war is over because nobody 
can decide what the ideal bounl of alder- 
men would lie like.

eral idea and plan of the Demorest Medal 
Contests is as follows: Six or more young 
people commit to memory a short temper- 
ance piece and speak it before an audience, 
contesting for a Demorest Silver Medal. 
Three judges are chosen, (strangers if possi- 
ble to all the contestants), who grade the 
different speakers on 1, Voice; 2, Articula- 
tion ; 3, Gesture ; 4, Memory ; 5, General ef- 
fect, and award the medal to the one hav- 
ing tlie highest average. After six silver 
medal contests have been held, then the six 
successful speakers at these contests can 
contest for a gold medal. When six gold 
medal contests have been held, then the 
winners of gold medals are entitled to 
enter a grand gold contest. And after six 
grand gold medal contests have been held, 
then tlie persons having won grand gold 
medals can contest for a diamond medal, 
which is exceedingly beautiful and very 
valuable. 

These contests were Instituted in 1886, by 
W. Jennings Demorest, a wealthy temper- 
ance worker of New York city, who died 
about three years ago. During his life 
time the medals were given away free; 
they cost him about $100,000. Nearly 30,- 
000 medal contests have been held in every 
stat'* and territory of tlie union, and 2noo 
medals have been sent to foreign countries. 

Over 2000 contests have been held in New 
England, about 1000 of which iiave been 
held in Massachusetts. These contests 
have lia<l a powerful influence in warning 
the young against liquor drinking, and in 
arousing the voters to do their duty at the 
ballot box. Through the influence of these 
contests in many places, drunkards Iiave 
been reformed, whole communities have 
been improved, and no license lias buen 
carried at municipal elections. Listen to 
the testimony that comes from many places 
where these contests have been held: 
One writes, “A drinking man who heard 
his child speak in two contests has re- 
formed and become a Christian. The 
fathers of four contestants, (all drinking 
men), were present at our last oontest.” 
Another writes, “Tlie conditions of our 
community have Improved fifty per cent, 
since these contests began.” Another, 
“The medal contest was tlie grandest tem- 
perance meeting we ever held in this city, 
and helped us wonderfully towards our 
successful no license vote.” Tlie medal 
contest was the best tiling we ever tried 
for a no license meeting— church crowded. 
It helped more timn any other agency to 
carry our city for no license. We want an- 
other next year.” While temperance peo- 
ple disagree us to tlie best political method 
of deuling with tlie liquor traffic, yet none 
can object to these contests for the temper- 
ance education of tlie rising generation.

Congressional Seeds. 

The United States Department of Agri- 
culture is busy at this time of tho year in 
its annual free distribution of seeds, for 
which provision is made by tho appropria- 
tions of Congress. 

Originally intended as a means of pro- 
viding agriculturists in different parts of 
the country with seeds best suited to their 
particular localities, the present method of 
distribution is nothing more or less than a 
lottery, and amounts to little practical 
benefit In .lie way intended. 

Under the authority of tlie appropria- 
tion the secretary of agriculture purchases, 
under contract with seed growers in differ- 
ent parts of tho country, for convenience in 
distribution, certain quantities of different 
kinds of seeds. Of tho total amount con- 
tracted for equal portions arc allotted to 
members of Congress who are expected to 
supply the addresses of those who desire 
such seeds. There are allotted to each 
member a few thousand packages of vege- 
table seeds, and a few hundred packages of 
flower seeds and tobacco seed. Tlie seeds 
are put up in small papers, and live such 
papers of assorted kinds are made up into 
a package for mailing to tlie address sup- 
plied. It is not possible to designate, under 
such an arrangement, any particular kind 
of seed for any particular address, but each 
recipient gets in li is or her package live 
kinds of either flower or vegetable seed, as 
tlie case may be. These seeds are of the 
common garden varieties, but are supposed 
to be of the best quality.

j DISCUSSION. 


, YVednesday evening's session of tlie 
school board was attended by 12 members. 
Pros. E. K. Hardy presided, mid called the 
board to order at 7.50 o’clock. 

A communication was received from City 
Clerk I. F. Kingsbury, appointing Tues- 
day, March 29, as tho date of the confer- 
ence between the public property commit- 
tee and tlie school board regarding the re- 
construction of Ihe Franklin school build- 
ing at YY’ost Newton. 

Adeline P. Henderson resigned as as- 
sistant in the Eliot school, and Emma D. 
Larrabee was appointed an assistant to fill 
tlie vnennoy at a salary of $820. Em mu L. 
Chase resigned from the staff of the Mason 
school, and Mary Porter was appointed to 
till the vacanoy. 

The superintendent In his monthly re- 
port dealt witii tlie introduction of cooking 
into tlie public school. He quoted letters 
from the superintendents of the Pratt 
Institute of New York, Drexel Institute of 
Philadelphia, and the Mass., Institute of 
Technology. Ho urged tlie board to eare- 
fu'ly consider tho subject, and Impressed 
upon them that this as well as any other 
branch of niuuuul training would meet 
with muuli opimsitiou on tlie part of tlie 
teachers and the public. Tho report was 
accepted. 

The committee on sclioolhouses recom- 
mended an addition to the YYMIliams school 
building at Auburnduie to contain two 
class rooms and a hull. 

In explanation Mr. Avery said, tlie nec- 
essity of the addition was clearly notice- 
able to the committee members, who had 
investigated tiiis mutter. An order was 
passed requesting the city government to 
carry out this recommendation. 

On recommendation of tlie finance com- 
mittee, tlie sum of $18,512.28 was appro- 
priated to meet the expenses of the depart- 
ment during tlie month of Mareh. 

The high school committee through 
chairman Huntington, reported that the 
sum of $17,000 appropriated last year by 
the city government for furnishing tlie 
High school, had been expended, and that 
an additional sum of $2,8uo was necessary 
before tlie work could be carried out. 

There was no discussion .on tlie point, 
and an order requesting tlie city council to 
appropriate this sum was adopted. 

It was ulso voted to request the city 
council to appropriate money for painting 
the interior walls of tlie new building. 

The matters of introducing instruction 
iu Slovd into the course of study at the 
Reiree school at YVest Newton was report- 
ed upon adversely by the committee on 
text hooks und courses of study. 

This committee while they fully appre- 
ciate tlie services of Miss Muttesou, in- 
structor of Sloyd at the Hyde school, 
did not approve of the extension of tlie 
system, in a .somewhat lengthy report of 
t le subject the position of the committee 
members was stated. The principal ob- 
jections tliat it presented uotuing new 
either in moral, mental or ethical results. 
It added nothing of an educational value 
to the already overcrowded uurriculum. 
Tlie eluss of children in Newton schools 
were not those who demanded such train- 
ingas iu oilier cities where tlie system hud 
been equally successful. 

After some discussion on tlie question of 
accepting or adopting the report, it was 
decided that tlie report simply be received. 

This action was taken, and Mr. Howes 
presented an order providing for the intro- 
duction of tho system into the Reiree 
school us an amendment to tlie committee 
report. 

This occasioned considerable discussion, 
and tlie order was linully adopted by a ma- 
jority of oue vote.
